T he F rench troubles ap p ear to be grow ing more 
serious. It Is believed th a t the French cabinet will 
he entirely changed a t the next assem bling of the 
Cham bers. The French people are now thoroughly 
convinced th at B ism arck directly Inspired the 
recent attack of the N orth G erm an G azette on 
F rance for the purpose of ascertain in g first how 
F rance would resent it, and secondly, the attitu d e 
of England tow ards France. 
B ism arck has noted 
w ith Im patience the grow ing friendliness of the 
the B ritish cabinet tow ard France, as Illustrated 
by Mr. G ladstone’s canal agreem ent w ith M. De 
Lessens, and the friendly adjustm ent reached by 
th e French and English cabinets on th e T am atav 
difficulty. The defence of France made by tho 
Loudon Tim es, in its now fam ous reply to Bis­ 
m arck’s organ, has convinced th e G erm an prim e 
m inister th a t in the event of any trouble In the 
near future France will secure an ally In England, 
bu t he finds It bnf ossli Ie to ascertain w hether 
or not the F rench will fight ave* any G erm an In­ 
sult. 
The R epublicans of F ran ce are cautious, and 
m anage to suppress all w arlike declarations and 
exhibitions. 
The royal st* of F rance affect to be­ 
lieve th at the F rench people are anxious to fight 
G erm any over the recent provocations, and seem 
to be stirrin g up the popular hatred to Germ any. 
T he royalist propaganda* is th a t B ism arck is not 
the 
enem y 
of 
F rance, 
but m erely of 
the 
F rench republic, th a t he c o n sid e r the republic a 
m enace to E u ro )r* and will never cease his efforts 
to piovoke w ar mill! Hie m onarchy be restored, 
and Hi it F rance will nvver have assured peace 
until the m onarchy he revived. 
They assert th at 
tin r. yailst opp' am ity lb s ai the G erm an chan­ 
cellor's hatred of the rei ublic. and that so loDg as 
he lives the m onarchy is possible.

of the Conite de P aris, 
still, th ere is much un­ 
easiness am ong the com m on people of France, 
who fear th e triple alliance. 
T he French ) ress is endeavoring to divert pub­ 
lic attention from the fsituation around home by 
expatiation on the m ill! ncy of the French suc­ 
cess us Toiiqnln. hut the F rench peasantry rem em ­ 
b er the form er reverse and care little for Jingoism. 
They have never liked the M adagascar business, 
and 
fear th at evetually 
it 
will deepen 
the 
troubles of the republic. 
The F rench w its, 
how ever, m anage to < XI r a d fun out of the situ a­ 
tion. 
They say that B ism arck needed more money 
for m ilitary expenses, and using the pretext that 
the arranged m obilization of French troops for 
m anoeuvres was really intended for a dem onstra­ 
tion against G erm any, ordered Hie m obilization of 
two G erm an corps as a sort of counter dem on­ 
stration,

THE SPANISH PRETENDER. 


Don Carlos Visiting this Country 
Incog, 


Dis Tiews Regarding Spanish Polities and 


His Claims to the Throne. 


Travelling as the Duke de Montpensier 
and Watching- Events in Spain. 


N e w Yo r k , A ugust 26.—Don Carlos, the direct 
representative of Hie Spanish stem of the Bour­ 
bons aud pretender to the throne now occupied by 
Alfonso, arrived Iii this country by steam er from 
H avre ten days ago, and was last week tho guest 
of an ex-senator Iii New Jersey , a t whose resi­ 
dence he passed several days. 
Ills visit is purely 
one of pleasure, to sau n ter about Incognito, study 
our people and Institutions as a private personage 
and enjoy him self as best he m ay with all pre­ 
tensions to royalty discarded. 
H e is accom panied 
by lite valet only, who m akes all arrangem ents at 
hotels aud places of sum m er resort, and Journeys 
under cover of one of the m inor titles belonging 
to his fam ily—th a t of Duke of M ontpensier, un­ 
der which designation only those who are per­ 
fectly fam iliar w ith the A lm anac de G otha Would 
have the least suspicion of his identity. 
It was 
hts Intention when he arrived to m ake an exten­ 
sive tour In the W est, going possibly as far as 
C alifornia; but the breaking out of the rebellion 
in Spain and the unsettled condition of political 
affairs in the peninsula ren d er It dubious whet lier 
Ids original purpose will be fully executed. W hen 
delicately sounded on the subject by a gentlem an 
t" whom lie was Introduced last week, lie said 
th at hts m ovem ents here and th e duration of his 
visit depended upon contingencies not wholly 
w ithin his personal control. 
“ I may tell you frankly,” he added, "w hat you 
know, of course, iii a general way, th at as the 
head of Ute Catholic party lit Sp Mil, I should not 
feel a t liberty to disregard the sum m ons of my 
friends aud supporters to take part again In Hie 
agitations and conflicts th at disturb my native 
country lf it appeared, on canvassing the situ a­ 
tion, th a t there was a fair prospect of success; hut 
I should not care to repeat tile failure of 1873 in 
a second cam paign to assert my hereditary rights, 
or to wage a losing contest which would only com­ 
prom ise Hie prospects of the old Catholic and 
L egitim ist party w ithout advancing my pieten- 
sions in any way.” 
Don Carlos is now apparently betw een 45 and 
50 years of age. 
His d ark h a ir is som ew hat 
streaked with gray, but his figure still retains the 
slightness, m uscular litheness and agility of youth, 
the Bourbon tendency to corpulence not having 
yet asserted Itself with vigor iii tills loving, ad­ 
venturous and exceptional representative of a 
race th at is associated w ith the m ost brilliant 
eras of m ilitary renow n aud elegant literature iii 
France and Spain. Though of no m ore than 
medium 
height 
and 
participating 
in 
Hie 
sloping shoulders and rath er short limbs of tim 
stock to which he belongs, a dignity of hearing 
and m ilitary erectness of figure give the ordinary 
observer the Im pression th at be is tall and com­ 
m anding. 
His daikllng eye is piercing in Its 
glance, though kind i ii its expression. He possesses 
Hie straig h t nose of Louts X IV . His eyes are deep 
set, beneath well developed brows, aud a forehe id 
winch has the squareness and lack of bulbous

H is eyes lighten and darken altern tely us lie 
talks,aud his English Is perfect iii its gram m atical 
stru ctu re and copiousness of vocabulary, though 
rendered p quam and peculiar by a soft lisp bor­ 
row ed from tile music of and syllabic indecision of 
his native tongue—If Spanish can be styled Hie 
m other tongue of one who Is equally at home in 
the salons of F arts, the im perial draw ing-room a t 
Berlin aud syllabled music of Italian. 
He talk s w ithout apparent restrain t of affairs in 
Spain, his prospect of ever regaining lite rights 
and the probable future of the o.d regim e of dy­ 
nastic rule in Europe. One would hardly expect 
such engaging frankness th a t Its day seem s past 
forever from a representative of absolutism . 
“ I see no probability,” he said, “ that Hie Le­ 
gitim ists will ever again succeed Iii placing a 
Bourbon on Hie throne of France. 
R epublicanism 
has now had control so long th at the people have 
acquired habits or thought aud si ntim ent in 
consonance with its theories, aud when such 
habits have once been established and Hie patten- 
ai tem per has settled down to them there I-* little 
hope of arousing Hie nation to subvert their influ­ 
ence.” 
“ in Spain,” he added, “ it Is som ew hat different.

He calinut yield to liberal ideas so 
far us to give the Spanish people the constitution 
dem anded by the m oderates w ithout alienating 
Hie clerical and legitim ist leaders, a a can In w ith­ 
hold a constitution w ithout losing the cordial sup­ 
port of those w itll whose co-operation lie ascended 
the t, roue. One of tile points Insisted upon by the 
latter is w hat they call the l icht of Hie people to 
determ ine who shall be their ru e r by popular 
v te. Then lie cannot concede w ithout sacrificing 
Hie claim of Ills direct heir to tile crow n, and com­ 
prom ising, by bls own concession, Hic stability of 
his dynasty.” 
Iii Hie opinion of Don Carlos the restoration 
w ith a s;rung hand of the ancient regim e on the 
Spanish peninsula Is the only avenue to i>rosperlty 
and repose for the Spanish people. 
Iii reality, 
several

L o n d o n , A ugust 26.—A nother fatal steam ship 
collision occurred Iii the English Channel today. 
The m orning was m isty and thick, ana the steam er 
St. G erm ain, when off the Channel Islands, ran 
Into the steam er W oodburn, an English vessel. 
Tho W oodburn was stru ck forward of the main­ 
m ast. and sank rapidly. T here was difficulty In 
low ering lier boats, and the St. C. nnaiii could not 
iii the thick w eather render effective assistance. 
She, however, stood by so long us there w s any 
possibility of saving an y o n e, and ail but seven­ 
teen of the W ood burn’s passengers and crew were 
saved.

Suddenly Annihilated. 


Governor Hubbari Donates $5000 foi 
the Sufferers. 


S t. P a u l, A ugust 27.—A terrible cyclone passed 
over the city of R ochester Tuesday nig t lay­ 
ing one-third of it in ruins and spreading devasta­ 
tion throughout the surrounding country. 
It is 
estim ated th at in one way or another over IOO 
persons were killed. G reat trees were torii from 
th eir n a m , throw n through houses and carried 
Into the air for alm ost incredible distances. Crops,

com per pound. Thus the farm ers would not only 
have the pleasure of looking at the fatted anim als, 
but would know how much it cost to put them in 
their present condition. Now they have the pleas­ 
ure 01 looking al the anim als, aud are satisfied 
with knowing th at (lie man who can afiord the 
most meal w ithout regard to cost w ill have the fat­ 
test anim als. 
Many persons arc, however, looking closer Into 
these things; necessity dem ands it, and what lias 
satisfied them heretofore does so no longer, and 
the trustees of the agricultural societies will have 
to gel out of the old ruts and keep pace with the 
intelligence of today or they aud th eir societies 
will be left lur in tile rear.

T he w riters for the press aud Illus­ 
trated m agazinvs are iii a g re a t m easure respon­ 
sible for calling public attention to the W estern 
plains and the Hooky m ountain valleys as de- 
sn ab.e localities for cattle breeding. The m ajority 
of tiivse w rit re know absolutely nothing about 
Hie breeding and succvssiul handling of ca.tie. 
They could not distinguish a D urham steer from a 
scalaw ag Texan. Then' knowledge is obtained fro u 
Hie fraUuiuntly kept stock books and lying state­ 
m ents made by ranchm en, who are anxious to 
unload on EugiUb and E astern lnvesters. 
Tile 
lim.ression conveyed by these w riters Is th at the 
W estern plains aud m ountain valleys teem with 
held* of cattie, feeding on the nutritious grasses. 
and that certain w ealth aw aits ail men who will 
pay attention to their herds. D escriptions of life 
on the plains aud in the m ountains aboulia in 
these w ritings. The pictures are attractive, bu t 
are ffiey true? 
The census of 1880 shows (aud the figures for 
1880 are approxim ately correct for 1883) th at Iii 
the s tilolly pastored region em braced wUllin the 
lines of New Mexico. Colorado, W yoming, D akota, 
M ontana, Nevada, U tah, W ashington and*ORUOU 
there w e.e 1,1*2 3 .148 cuttle; or 416,673 less than 
in tile sta te of New York, k a n sa s und N ebraska. 
States th at extend from tin* M issouri river west­ 
ward into the a n d belt, graze more caille than all 
Hie so-called “ cattle country,” excepting Texas. 
Colorado has been puffed more extensively lim n 
any other S tate as a desirable location for cattle 
breeders. 
For years cattle have neon driven from 
Texas to Colorado. In 1880 th ere w ere 340,739 
cattie iu Colorado. South Carolina, a S tate never 
spoken of ss a cattie country, possessed 3153.709 
cattle Iii 1880. 
A rkansas, w here the men are 
falsely supposed to sj end 1 heir tim e In lying in 
wait behind corn cribs tor their pigsunal foes, con­ 
tained 704-,243 caille, or 351,504 more than 
Colorado. 
In 1880 Florida grazed 407,870 cattle, 
over 120,000 m ole Hum Colorado. 
Tile outlie country contains, 
not 
Including 
Texas, about 80 0 ,0 0 0 square miles. The fact th at 
I utlulos once grazed over m ost of the land in 
suougly dw elt unou by the 
cattle 
breeders. 
Throughout this v asrran g e cattle are expected to 
pick up their living uu lug the w inter. 
I t Is 
asserted th at the loss of stock is very sm all on 
these natural breeding grounds. 
Wien all these 
advantages the caille 8 .ales do not graze as much 
slock as New York, a S tate containing but 47,OOH 
square miles, and w here the cattle are fed hay and 
grain for six m ouths every year. T he losses in 
New Yolk by I re t zing aud starving wl.l not equal 
the loss in any of the cattle States of the far 
Wt st iu one buzzard lu the latter portion of Die 
winter. 
All men who have travelled over the Colo­ 
rado plains know that 
that country Is fully 
stocked with cattle. 
Many well-informed men 
assert th a t the southern portion of the Stale th at 
holders oil Hie A rkansas river is overstocked, aud 
that the grass has been greatly Injured by c.ose 
feeding ami the stock travelling over It as they 
walked ’o and fro from tbe Ui Hinds lo the liver 
for water. 
Wyoming, D akota and M ontana are 
not fully stocked. 
Still, the cattle have been 
driven nut of some portions of tnosa com para­ 
tively uevv and unglazed ranges, notably from the 
Laram ie plains in W yoming, though In Ells ease It 
is certain the pressure exerted by the sheep bord­ 
ers hail a m arked influence on the cattie owners. 
C attle raising In the W est is life on the frou.ler. 
It is a Hie of ceaseless monotony. 
There Is but 
little danger of the India us being attracted away 
from governm ent raiions hi search ol scalps. The 
exuncliou ut Hie bufla.o before the rifles of Hie 
white robe hunters has solved the Indian question. 
The ranges Ibai these anim als used to m igrate 
over to aud fro are now cattie range* over which 
the stock grow ers ride. T here is nothing (asci- 
na.m g in the life ot a cowboy, or In th a t of un 
owner of a small herd, 
it can be summed up in a 
lew w eeks’ hard riding in the spring, during Hie 
branding roundup, and a few weeks* more riding 
during the bi et roundup in the fall. 
T be rest of 
Hie year is spent in w telling the horns of cattle 
grow, In counting Hie rings ou the base uf those 
weapons ot ueience. aud in cooking and eating 
bacon aud oread. This attractiv e life Is varied by 
men who have fam ilies and sufllch ut m eans by 
living in some little squalid frontier town. Life in 
one ut these towns is not attractive. 
The men 
loaf. 
Time hangs heavily on the bauds of such 
men as cannot supply them selves with Intellectual 
am usem ent by silling on an em pty dry goods box 
and pounding their beot heels against the resound­ 
ing sides, while discussing Lucking ponies and 
cows whose tails have been frozen off. 
These idle 
stock grow ers are apparently w rapped up Iii ab­ 
sorbing thought a* lo Hie price of cattle a t tho 
dish m uling points in the Eastern Stales, or as to 
w hether Clark** banana-tailed, oue-l.orued cow, 
the one with Hie diam ond It brand on her right 
side, and an undererop on her left ear, I* 7 or 8 
years old. T here Is some hunting done by these 
men, but the greater portion of them do not hunt. 
They loaf, they sleep, they lie on blankets, they 
eat poor moil wretchedly cooked. 
A bright, ner­ 
vous, intellectual young m an would aband ii the 
business as it Is generally conducted in less than 
a week, 
lie would turn hts horse's head tow ard 
ti e nearest railroad station, and, getting on the 
first train , would abandon ranch, cattle, horses, 
aud the tog cabin stauuiug on the sirocco-sw ept 
plain, and liusleu lo his father aud confess that 
lie had m ade a m istake, 
lie would frankly ac­ 
knowledge th at he could not live w ithout the so­ 
ciety 01 his fellows. 
The phrase, “ It Is a cattle country,” m eans mucn 
more than E stern men suppose. 
To W estern 
limn, and by W estern men I m ean w est o f. the 
lu o th m eridian, ti conveys the Im pression of a 
com m y of extrem e aridness, of rolling plains fur­ 
rowed al wide intervals by sluggish stream s of 
alkaline w ater. A cross the plains w aves of heat 
roll in the sum m er, causing the air to trem ble, aud 
through which heated medium all objects are dis- 
loneu lo the vision. 
In the w inter arette storm s 
sweep out of the north. 
The snow flies horizon­ 
tally Uiihugh the air. Tbe furious wind drives it 
into the ravines, there not being enough vegeta­ 
tion on the levels to hold the snow particles, 
lit 
the cattle- country there are no trees, no good 
w ater, unless lit m ountain valleys. 
The grass 
become* brown aud dry in late Ju n e or early July. 
Every drop ot ruin th ai falls alte r the* grass has 
died tor Want of w ater Injures tho teed by wa*Ir­ 
ing nutrim ent out of it.

hay—th a t Is, more nutritious hay—made Ilian in 
ani et the E astern Elates. 
But where cattle are 
lid o iu herds of ten. tureen or tw enty thousand, It 
is not possible lo procure hay for them . 
At the present prices tuuctt money can be m ade 
in raising cattle. 
But vv.il tbe price of beef rule as 
high in the near future as it does now ? The high 
price of beef is easily explained bv Hic tact m at 
th at there have been three successive short corn 
crops- 
How does Hic corn crop affect the price of 
beef? As corn is ted to hogs in ti e W estern 
States, a bushel m akes ten pounds of pork. 
in 
the corn country the price of hogs is generally 
regulated by the price of corn. 
W hen corn is 
worth twenty-live cents per bushel, hogs bring 
about three cents per pound. 
W hen corn is worth 
seventy-five cem s per bushel, lings are worth 
about eight cents per pound. 
W hen a full crop of 
corn is made, after a succession of poor crops has 
scut hogs skyw ard, tile* farm ers see th at they had 
better teed their corn to caille and hogs. 
They 
save the eost of hauling lo the m arket towns. 
T here Is an over-supplv of the grain, and the price 
I* low. The fate ot the corn crop is known In eauy 
August. If a general rain falls soon after the grain 
has set on the cob, the com crop Is made. 
NS lieu 
this happens the hog breeders instantly Increase 
their breeding stock (I have doubled my stock of 
breeding swine after a rain), and Iii sixteen w eeks 
the farm s are overrun vvttn young pigs. Iii tw enty 
weeks more there is another crop of pigs, 
in less 
than a year from the date on which the farm ers 
were satisfied th at the corn crop would prove to 
be a fair one, Hie new crop of hogs are butchered 
In Chicago aud K ansas City. The stock of hogs 
can in a year be increased from scarcity lo over­ 
supply. Ju st as soon as this occurs, (town goes 
Un* price ot pork, until it is cheaper than heel, 
and Hie millions of people who depend on their 
daily labor lur their food. buy Hie cheaper meat. 
Ber t is neglected. To sell it the price lins to tie 
reduced, 
it falls in price until it is com paratively 
as cheap as pork. T his has been the history of 
all high prices ol beet. A full corn crop reduces 
the price of m eats. The bottom will tall out of 
the present excitem ent 
about 
cattle 
raising 
promptly aller the Husking of tire ft, st full crop of 
corn. 
Another factor that will aid in reducing 
Hie price of beef is the fact th at no calves are 
killed In the corn country. 
In many of Hie towns 
lying along m e railroad In K ansas, N ebraska, 
Iowa and M issouri it Is impossible to buy veal. 
'J he butchers say th at they cannot purchase calves 
Ii oui the farm ers. 
The m ortality am ong cows is very large on all 
the ranges of High alm ude. Tills Is necessarily so 
under tire present system of m anagem ent. Two- 
year-old betters drop calves In the early spring. 
A u anim al two years old has not reached m aturity. 
They shed then leet < a t th a t age. 
The young 
creatures are called upon to feed strong calves 
running at their sides, lo nourish others and to 
com plete tilt lr grow th. 
The young anim als ai>- 
I areally thrive until late in the summer. 
Then 
the calves are strong, and dem and more milk than 
their dam s can supply when fed on dry grass that 
has had a portion of its strength vvastud out. by 
rains. The heifers could be saved if their owners 


w*uid wean the call as and allow them to recruit 
before the lev blasts of w inier sift tb rough them ; 
bu t this is seldom doue. 
Tile calves stick to ti elr 
pants until the enfeeuled system s of the cows can 
no longer supply nitik. 
By this tim e Hie anim als 
are m ere bones encased in a tough lido. 
T in y 
are alm ost ready to lie d.nva and die. T hey have 
lost all am bition, ail desire lo jive. 
In tho case of 
a m ature cow Hie results are much the sam e. 
TI.esc anim als are never in good condition, unless 
tile grass lins been of unusual goodness and tiro 
w inter exceedingly mild. 
Thous iuds of Cows die 
every w inter because their ow ners neglected to 
v e a n their calves. 
On Hie plains the breeding 
stock of a herd rapidly disappears,but tin y do not 
disappear from the herd books. 
It is not generally known, in fact I believe th at 
it has never been published, th a t the movem ent of 
young cattle has begun to tend w estw ard. 
I hear 
a sniff of incredulous disbelief. Tnt* fact rem ains 
Hic sam e, a, any of Hie cattle breeders of Wyoming 
and Colorado have agents in Hie real cattle coun­ 
try , composed of Iowa, M issouri, A rkansas, aud 
tim eastern portions of Hie Indian T erritory, 
K ansas and N ebraska. Tin se ag. Ms buy young 
cattle, chiefly steers, which they snip to tile NY st­ 
ern ranges to replenish the herds. 
These E astern 
cattle 
are 
branded 
on 
their 
arrival 
in 
the W est, but Just how they appear on the books 
none, excepting their ow ners, know. 
To those 
accustom ed to place confidence in m agazine ro­ 
mances, this m ovem ent of young cattle looks like 
im porting organ grinders into italy. 
But it is a 
tru th that should a t once dissipate all glam our 
about Hie "gre t, natural cattle-breeding ground.” 
Tile stockm en have not been able to breed enough 
cattle to replenish their herds. 
Since the settlem ent of C olorado and W yoming 
thousand* and thousands of T exas cows have been 
driven .hither, 
lite larger portion of the herds 
driven from Texas to new countries are two and 
three-year-old heifers. 
They w ere hopefully ex­ 
pected to live for eight or ten years, aud to form 
the foundations of herds from which hundreds of 
thousands of cattle should spring. 
W here are the 
cows that a few years ago were driven from the 
gam m a and m esquite ranges of Texas? Th**!r 
bones whiten the plaint. 
T heir flesh was e.tH-u 
by wolves. 
They ated flout exposure lit an arctic 
clim ate. 
It m u tt not be believed th at all Die laud repre­ 
sented in b u g h t colors on the maps of Die land 
g ran t railroads are grazing lands. 
There are ex­ 
tensive tracts of land in the W ert Dial are rem ote 
from w ater. 
These are grassy desert?. T here is 
a lim it to the distance that horned stuck can travel 
to aud from a range for w ater. 
The dally drive of 
■ a herd of Texas cattle, and they are by far the 
hest travellers of all cattle, is limited to fifteen 
miles. 
The anim als will about hold tin lr fle.h 
when travelling th at distant e per day. 
If pushed 
to tw enty miles they rabidly lose flt-sli. 
Tilts bo­ 
ing so. ii Is 1 1 tin th at native cattle, th at are noto­ 
riously poor travellers, cannot walk more Hum 
Iii tee u miles tier day and keen In good condition. 
If the feeding grounds are more than eight miles 
lrorn w ater, the cattle will not grow int. 
If tin y 
are ten miles from w ater the anim als will lose 
flesh. 
The lim ited capacity of stoek to travel bars 
them out of extensive ranges. 
T here is un a ct of Congress, called the desert 
land act, nuder the provisions of which 1 0 0 0 acres 
OI land c m be secured. Tile settler lias to Irri­ 
gate the tra c t, fence it, and at the end of three 
y ears pay $1 25 per acre for it. 
it was supposed 
by member* of Congress from En reriffStates th at 
desert laud would be retained under this aet. The 
trouble Is th a t desert and Is not taken, and the 
originators of the 1*111 did not intend th a t lands ac­ 
tually des! rt should be taki u. 
Tile pl rn is to 
claim Hie oases oljitie plaius, tile natural meadows, 
to fence aud Irrigate them , and thus get posses­ 
sion of the nay laud. which will In the future* con­ 
trol the grazing laud. 
The lands located under 
this act alw ays sk irt (he rivers, and so control the 
w ater, and through the w ater the bay I lids and 
adjoining range. T his process of absorbing Die 
renge eau best be seen in the valley of Hie A rkan­ 
sas river. 
T lu re the river Is fenced for miles, and 
the process is com plete. 
It can be seen in various 
su p e s ol advancem ent in tiny of the w estern T er­ 
ritories; in some but Just com m enced; In others 
alm ost finished. 
T his law was devised by the cat­ 
tle men for Die purpose of defrauding Die govern­ 
m ent out of ihe^publlc grazing lands.

They arrived a1 cerium towns astride of a spav­ 
ined, rnighoued horse. 
'I ut* moi (bless anim al 
they traded for a spotted heller. 
This heifer is 
represented as the Inum iation of the herd. 
They 
worked, and every cent they earned they put into 
fem ale cuttle. G radually they booame rich. 
T h at 
is the regulation tale. The tru th is tin t they in­ 
vested considerable money in cattle. They branded 
all the c-ahe> I bey cornu catch. 
W hen their herd 
was filled 
with siecrs 
fir 
for 
the butcher 
they opened a butcher shop In the nearest 
town 
mid 
drove 
the 
oilier butchers, 
who 
did not own herds of cattle, to despair by the 
low price of tilt heel they sold, and filmily drove 
them out of Die business. 
This accom plished, 
they prom ptly increased the price of beef until 
there wan 60 O per cent, prefii in it. 
They kept 
tile price 
up until 
Hic oilier shops resum ed 
business. Then down went Hie price of beef, until 
the other butchers could not afford to dull their 
knives and raw s In cu ttin g roasts and steaks. 
Again tliev reiut up inc.) shops. 'I oat very instant 
U t black leg and Kindred diseases broke out In the 
Eastern Mato*, ant! skyw ard went the price of 
heel. 
Fot fourteen year* I have seen this g.m e 
played rn IU W est. A nother exceedingly profitable 
branch of Hie cut! I*- Misines* was. and i«, toe sup­ 
plying of Indians w ith beef. 
Au indi .u beef con- 
ti aet ts a p i iz e ; ii Is a io ilan e for any W estern 
cattle biceucr. A thin. scalaw ag Texan steer, 
D ial lins been rcduc- d ny I ta rd driving and alkaline 
w ater until it is doubtful if lie will tip Hie scales 
at UUU ixiiinds, staggers off Hie platform under Hie 
weight of 13UU pounds of beef. 
It is astonishing 
how heave a steer is when an employe of the De­ 
partm ent of the Interior weighs him.* 
As Hie business ol caille bleeding ages, it tends 
to si pa rate into cUAtueui bran d ies. At present 
sot ne of Hic inc:, who handle slock on the high 
p u b is refuse lo own any cows. They have tried 
raising caille aud abandoned It as unprofitable. 
These men procure three-year steers from Oregon 
and \Ya*tii;igloo. These anim als are bought in 
Hie earl) spring, and are slowly driven to the 
W yoming 01 Comrado ranees, arriving there In 
October. 
T hey are turned Iooso on Hie range and 
allowed to shift lor them selves. In my opinion 
th is re Ha* safest branch of Hie cultic* business. 
Tne young steers lutvo not obtained their full 
growth. 
They tire hearty and strong. 
It is 
seldom Unit any of them die. They are held 
over the w inter and untu the next fall.

A nother branch 01 Hie business is Hie fattening 
of cattle* on hay. Again, three-year old steers are 
selected. They are- driven Into a corral aud iliere 
get all Hie nay they can eat. 
Tho mount Iii hay is 
*0 nutritious th at Ute sleet s become as fat as corn- 
led annual* in the E astern States. 
It has been 
the custom for several years to ship beef during 
the w inier, when cattle are thin on Hie range. 
from K ansas City to D enver. Tile beef so sill) ped 
is ol a good quality. T his spring I saw b elter beef 
—that is, fairer beef—hanging in a butch er shop in 
Laram ie City, Wv,, thau I- saw in Denver. 
This 
choice beef was fail # e d on hay cu t on the Little 
Laram ie river. The business of w lntei-feediug 
steers oil Hie plains prom ises to increase rapidly 
in Hit- near future. 
It is a perlectly safe business 
and very profitable. 
As it increases, so will Hie 
value of the hay lauds obtained under the desert 
laud aet.—[The Sum ______ 


D u ra bility o f Posts. 
It is firmly believed by many persons th a t posts 
set in Hie ground in a position reverse of which 
they stood while grow ing in Die tree will last 
much longer than when set "top end up.” 
In the 
sirin g of 1879 Mr. W. J. Beal, as lie w rites to a 
W estern Journal, selected seasoned sticks three 
feet long. 
T hese w ere split lit two and then cut 
in two crossw ise, m aking four pieces of each. One 
set was placed in weli-drained sand. tile oilier iii 
clay soli. 
lu every case tw o pieces w ere placed 
side by side, w ith earth betw een, oue as it stood 
fn the tree, Hie other reversed. 
I tried thirteen 
kinus of tim ber. Some of these were young wood 
with the burk on. 
All contained some h eart wood. 
Those set in sand were exam ined in autum n of 
1881. 
In cases of the beedi, sugar maple, iron­ 
wood, black ash, 
black cherry, tho piece re­ 
versed, or set “ top end dow n,” was som ew hat 
m ost decayed. 
In cases of red m aple. A m eri­ 
can elm, butternut and red elm , the piece set 
"bottom cud dow n” was a trifle Hie m ost de­ 
cayed. 
In ease of basswood, w hite ash, white 
oak and blue ash, th ere was no perceptible differ­ 
ence. In the autum n of 1882, the posts set in clay 
soil w ere exam ined. 
In case of Hie red maple. 
A m erican elm, basswood, butternut, red clin, the 
piece set "top cud dow n” was m ost decayed. 
In 
case of beedi, w hite ash, black ash, black cherry, 
Hie piece set “ bottom end dow n” was most de­ 
cayed. 
In case of Ironwood, w hite oak. b.ue ash, 
there was no perceptible difference. 
I infer th at 
w here one piece decayed more than the other, it 
was caused by some 1 rifling difference in Hie 
sticks. 
Tile frcshly-savved ends in ere.-h case w ere 
placed u p p erm o st aud cam e an inch or tw o above 
lite ground. 
Lu some cases one-half of a stick 
(one piece, certainly Hit* lever e of Hie outer) 
lasted considerably b etter than u s other half. 
As 
w ill be seen, It was sometime* Ute “ top end dow n” 
which lasted belier, som etim es Hic “ bottom end 
down,” and in some eases there w as no difference 
in durability. 


M ilk in H ea lth a n d D isease. 
Dr. A. P. G rinnell of Burlington,*V t., recently 
gave a lecture before the V erm ont D airym en’s 
Society ou “M ilk iii H ealth and Disease,'* a sub­ 
ject th at is but Just neglunm g to receive the a t­ 
tention It deserves by the A m erican people. 
Tile 
doctor would have it distinctly understood tiiat 
Die m ortality am ong children, which carries off 
one-flith of a I 
who are born, before they Iwtve 
Completed their first year, and one-half before 
they reach Hie age of 5 years, Is not as we have 
som etim es I ie .ii taught a t funerals, the w ork of 
Divine Providence, but the resu lt of Ignorance 
and nothing else. 
Milk is the n a tu ra l food of in­ 
fants, and they should have th a t aud nothing 
else until tile teeth are developed, which does not 
occur until Die child is from seven m onths to a 
year old. 
It is not alone Hie absence of Hie teeth 
tor chewing th at m akes solid food unsuited to 
an in fan t stom ach. 
Tile food of adult jiersons is com posed largely of 
starch, aud Hie digestive organs of adult persons 
secrete fluids with ii help lo digest starchy food, 
but previous to the seventh m outh tho saliva and 
the pancreatic fluid have no pow er w hatever to 
change Hie starch luto sugar, and th u s render it 
digestible. 
H um an m ilk Is the best food for chil­ 


dren, but since It Is becoming unfashionable for 
hum an mo hers to provide the natural food for 
th eir offspring the m ilk of other anim als m ay b e 
snbst tu tea, anti the eow’s milk is Hie best we 
have, provided it Is pure and wholesome. 
It 
should no! lie diluted by adding an equal bulk of 
w ater, as is too often done. 
The milk of women 
and cow* is so nearly a1.ke iii com position th a t lf 
Die la tte r be diluted one-half by adding w ater Die 
chil.1 is in danger of starvation. 
Give tfie child 
plenty of p u re milk until it I* a year old, and 
nothing else, and it will not (lie from teething, 
it 
is ju st us natural to grow a tooth as to grow a toe­ 
nail. 
T ne b u tter, or fat, is a valuable constituent In 
m ilk, b u t milk which has little fat is still whole­ 
some aud hearty, because the caseine of intik is 
converted into tat by Hie digestive organs of the 
system . Milk as hum an food is sadly undervalued 
by the A m erican people. 
A New York physician, 
w ho, ai Hie age of 40 years, found bis lien itll 
gone, adopted a diet of boiled milk and vice, w ith 
nothing else w hatever, and lived another lolly 
years ut alm ost perfect health, and was able lo do 
the greatest'k iu o u n t of m ental w ork of his lift*. 
M any persons suppose th at m ilk is not adapted to 
all stom achs, bu t lie did not believe there Is oue 
in a thousand who could not use it with advantage. 
M ilk is now being used largely as a m eans of 
restoring sick 1 ersous to health, in P ennsylvania 
a hospital for lite bed , idden patients has become 
viny popular. 
P atients who have lost the use 
of 
th eir 
m uscles are 
put 
upon 
a 
diet 
of 
m ilk aud nothing cise. About two ounces is given 
u t first, once in two hours. 
In one hour aud a 
half it is digested. 
The am ount is gradually In­ 
creased tilt the patient will take a gallon per day. 
T his treatm ent is accom panied with rubbing of 
the body, and in a com paratively shoj i tim e the 
m uscle* are renew ed .iud become healthy and 
Strong enough lo abow tne patient to get up and 
Waite,—[Pacific it u t al. 


C o tto n S e e d M eal fo r C ow s. 
We are constantly, though slowly, increasing 
Die area of cotton planting In this S tate, aud there 
m ust be in some parts a surulus of cotton seed to 
be turned to some account. The use of cotton seed 
m eal for dairy teed is becoming more pr v.tleni ut 
th e E ast. aud. the following record of experience 
m ay be of in terest; 
Iii 1879 I was selfing m ilk,and during th at year 
I found Die following results from tne feeding: 
Eighty pounds of green fonder, or tw enty pounds 
of hay, w orth te n cents, gave seven q u arts of milk, 
wort ii tw i m y-eight cents; sixtypountis of green fod­ 
der, oi fifteen pounds of tiny, worth seven aud one- 
ha]) cents, aud nine pounds or nine qu arts of m ixed 
earn m eal, bran and cotton seed meal, worth 
fourteen cents, total, twenty-one and one-half 
cents, gave eleven quarts of milk, w orth forty-four 
cents, so Dial eleven aud oue-hult cents of exU'u 
food gave sixteen cents woitlt of milk. 
But I got 
p a rt of Ute cost of the feed back in the g reater 
value of tim m anure. 
Then I found I was losing 
money because the rich feeding increased the 
cream in g reater proportion thau it lucre..sed the 
m ilk, for while on Hie fodder alone the cream was 
lo pe*r cent., on the iced it was 25 p er cent, ainee 
then I have been m aking butter, aud I h..ve found 
Die following results: Fodder or hay. worth ten 
cents, gave three-fourths pound of butter, w orth 
th irty c en ts; ladder and teed, w orth tw enty-one 
aud onr-lfcuf cents, gave one aud one-liaif pounds 
of b u tttr, Worth ,-ixly cvuts. 
Then eleven and 
one-half t ents* w orti.of ex tra feed returned thirty 
cent* In butte), and ut audition added som ething 
to Hie value of butter. 
Increasing the teed to twelve pounds a day gave 
nieuio more butter, but a little less milk aud the 
t r e f hie of au atta. k of garget w ith one of tho 
cows. 
I bever dare go fu rth er in th a t respect, al­ 
though oue cow on th at lee.ling gave twelve and 
one-half pounds of butter in a week, anti would, I 
feel sure, nave gone over lourtoen pounds iu the 
w eek, but I was not In Die testing business, and 
w as m aking butler tor a profit. 
Less teed thun 
Die nine pounds, three qu irts or three pounds at 
a feeding, did pot (my as well as Die lull feeding, 
and from th a t I have it ached UHS rule, viz.: 
Full 
feeding gives more piollt than partial reeding. By 
“ lull feeding,” I m ean Hie full ascertainer) limit of 
w hat an anim al will consum e, vvlHi profit, tor the 
larg est product. And in my dairy f have some 
cow s th a t w ill take a httle m ore, and some m ust 
have a little less than the average ration. 
T ins is 
m ade up by cutting the hay or fodder, green or 
dry, into a large box, w elting it and sprinkling the 
tneul over it, mixing it aud then dividing it with a 
bushel basket, this being Hie stan d ard feed, some 
cow s getting a Utile mare tad some a little less, 
a* i know they require, fur Hie best results us to 
Held aud thrift. My cows are all k ep t la good, 
sleek condition. 
______ 


H a rv e stin g O n io n s. 
In a favorable season, will) proper culture and 
good seed, Die onion crop will m ature evenly and 
tile tim e of harvest be indicated by the dropping 
over of the greater part or all of the tops. 
As 
Boon as Die crop is ready to har vest it is best to 
null a t once, for Die onions will be brlghter.and 
keep b etter than if perm itted to rem ain iii the 
ground a lte r they have attained their growtli and 
tim tops have lost their 
lively 
green 
color. 
U nder adverse 
circum stances 
onions 
some­ 
tim es incline to run to scallions, and m any 
of tire tops refuse to drop down and dry up. 
A 
common practice, when this state of affairs exists, 
is to roil an em pty barrel over Ute bed to break 
the tops down a few days previous to puiliug the 
crop. 
W hen Die main crop la ripe harvest It and 
sort out w hat is unfit for m arket or table use. Pull 
the onions by baud or rak e them out w ith an ordi­ 
nary hand rake. 
One mode is to throw Diem into 
heaps containing tw o or three bushels, there to 
rem ain until the tops are cured aud Die bulbs are 
hard aud solid. 
If a rain occurs these heaps m ust 
be opened nu a filii- day and replied, so as to rid 
them of the m oisture th a t would otherw ise blacken 
anti injure the onions. 
T he usual plan Is to cart Hie crop aw ay when 
the tops iiave become thoroughly d iy aud store in 
som e cool, dtw place w here there is a free circula­ 
tion of air. 
T here are cultivators, how ever, who 
leave the onions in the field after pulling until 
freezing w eather, or until they are sold, believing 
th a t early housing induces sw eating and sprout­ 
ing. 
Tile tops ought not to be removed until they 
are dead throughout th e ir entire length. 
Many 
farm ers delay topping th eir onions until they are 
m arketed. W heu Hie onions are to be kept through 
the w inter it is advised to store the crop w here 
Die frost will not sffeet it, aud w here no toss will 
be sustained from heating or growing. 
The 
cellar Is not a rood place unless It chances to 
be a (Irv, cool one. A laUioe-work bin affords an 
atiinirabie storage, provided it Is raised a little 
from the floor In some well-ventilated building. 
Onions receive little or no injury from freezing, 
C 
rovided, alw ays, they are thaw ed out gradually; 
ut. as tills cannot be ensured, Die sate plan is to 
protect them . W hen freezing w eather approaches 
some farm ers spread a layer of straw about tw e.ve 
in d ies deep upon the b am or g arret floor; on this 
they place a layer of onions, say five or six Indies 
deep, and cover w ith a layer of straw about tw o 
feel deep, beld In place by boards or rails. 
If by any chance onions become frozen they 
should rem ain undisturbed 
aud covered until 
thaw ed.

T h in g s W o rth K n o w in g . 
P rofessor Goodall. in a recent lecture, say s: 
“ A quatic plants absorb w ater through the surface 
of all subm erged plants. 
P lan ts fixed in tbe soil 
absorb w ater through th e superficial tissues of 
Die youngest louis, and chiefly through root-liairs. 
Leaves of such plant-* absorb no m oisture, even 
when w et bv rain. 
W hen a plan t is torn toughly 
from the soli, nearly all these root-bairs (winch 
are delicate, elongated cells, thickly clothing a 
short portion of the youngest roots ju st belaud 
tile root Up) are left b d iin d , aud the pow er of Hie 
plan t to absorb w ater is ended. Tire idea th a t tho 
tip or spongioie absorbs w ater bus been exploded 
by experim ents, as also ihe idea th at when these 
root-liairs, or the portions of the root which bear 
Diem, are torn off, w ater is absorbed by Hie 
w ounded part. The whole work (except in the 
ease of coniferous trees, w hich have no root-liairs, 
and absorb w ater by Hic new er p arts o^ Hie root, 
but never bv tile tip) of forcing w ater into lite 
plant, against a p ressure of three to five atm os­ 
pheres, Is doue by these m inute aud delicate root- 
b airs.” 
V erm ont sheep breeders have1 begun to reap a 
rew ard for their skill aud care in breeding the 
Bairnish m erino. 
A flock of 178 sheojh which 


were se e d e d from Die flocks of different breeders 
in Verm ont, are en route for Mr. dohn Hay of 
A ustralia, who already owns 92,000 sheep on ids 
tw o ranches in th at country. T h ese sheep brought 
the breed, is Die handsom e sum of $30,OOO. Four 
of Hie ram s cost $2o0O each. 
As the freig h t from 
V erm ont lo San Francisco was $3000, and Die 
steam er charges from tiiere to A ustralia is $15 
I cr beau, these sheep will cost $35,695 when they 
reach tile impi trier. 
Hens allowed to forage for them selves, and 
those ti) .I get no grain in sum m er, lay an Inferior 
qua lily of eggs. Feed. ng on grass w ithout grain 
m akes the egg d ark colored aud Hallie to spoil 
quickly. 
The farm er who has had bad luck tw o or three 
seasons In succession should look well to see th at 
the cause is not in Hie w eather or season, hut in 
decreas d fortuity, lack of good cultivation, or 
lack of drainage. 
The richer tho “ keep” of live stock, the richer 
th e m anure. A pile 1 good m anure is not, there­ 
fore, to Le had from a halt-starved herd. 
A t tills lim e oi ye r br in and mill feed can 
usually be bought much m ore cheaply m an iii the 
Winter, when the deiii nd Is greatest. 
Farm ers 
who have room to store It should lay in a supply 
for the year now. 
Liming m eadows or old p astu re lands with, say 
til In y bushels to the acre, has an effect upon the 
condition of the crop of grass th at few fan n ers 
would believe w ithout giving it a trial. 
In fact 
we do not know how Hie sam e am ount of money 
can he expended upon land with the sam e profit. 
It Is uot only certain but lasting. 
We have 
kuow u farm ers to pasture m eadow s fifty years 
w ithout being turned up by tbe sim ple application 
Cf lime once in six or M i years. 
T hese pastures. 
which are regal deb as perm anent, and nu st lf 
abound in clay moulds, after being grazed clown 
thoroughly, 
are restored alm ost knee-deep iii 
from live to six week®. 
W e do uo t h esitate to say 
th a t now here has tim e a m ore m arked effect and 
can be used w ith b etter results than In the r. no­ 
vation of old pastures.—[O range Com ity Farm ­ 
er. 
Dr. F. M. ITexamer gives In the A m erican G ar­ 
den this helpful hint tow ards securing early vege­ 
tab les: “ Tom atoes, pep p n s, egg plants, cabbage, 
cauliflow er, melons, corn and m ost every kind of 
vegetables, m ay be started iii pots and tran s­ 
planted with Hie entire root-ball as soon as danger 
ol frost is over. 
By tills m ethod a gain of several 
weeks is often secured, and af a trilling expense. 
Tile pots m ay also be used for pot-laying straw ­ 
berry plants, and when once purchased will last a 
lifetim e. 
Boxes may be used for the sam e pur- 
pore. The plants in these should not be placed 
closer than three Inches a p art each w ay; and to 
prevent Hie roots from interlacing with each 
otfier a sharp knife is draw n betw een Diem 
through th e soil about every two w eeks. 
Each 
plant may then be taken up with the block of soil 
attach ed .” 
It is folly to turn under w eeds th at have gone to 
seed; the seeds of most weeds, no m atter (low deep­ 
ly hurled, will retain their v itality and m ake ra|4d 
grow tn so soon as they are brought near the sur­ 
face. 
It Is found th a t lf rye is grazed so closely as not 
to allow seed 10 E rin , its root will live several 
years and form a turf. T he root p enetrates deeply. 
and Hie leaves while young are greedily eaten by 
all kinds of stock. 
Every day of good harvest w eather is worth 
millions of dollars to toe country. 
If crops are 
not secured in good condition ail kinds of business 
suffer. 
C ultivate th e corn not only to mellow the soil, 
but also to m ake it unnecessary th a t the plants 
should share their food w ith weeu9. 
August is the m outh to wage w ar on weeds. 
Root them out of fence corners and other no<Rs 
w ith a scythe, aud iii fields and open places Ase 
the mower, 
c u t down now before the seeds ripen 
aud you will save trouble next year. 
If all farm ­ 
ers would adopt this plan—m ake general w ar on 
weeds iii A ugust every y ear—Hie nuisances would 
soon be reduced to control. 
If tin* wet ds are 
raked up and bullied to th e barn-yard and com­ 
posted with m anure all m atured seeds will be 
destroyed, besides a good deal of valuable m atter 
will fie added to tile heap. 
‘'T here is a w idespread notion th a t pastures will 
rem ain perm anent with the m anure dropped on 
Diem by the stoek feeding thereon. 
I think tills 
Idea is erroneous, especially as regards milch 
cows. T hey carry off m ore of th e produce of Hie 
son than they leave on. 
A shes and salt are mo t 
valuable applications for p astu re lands, as are lime, 
bones aud gypsum . 
P astu res dressed wltn these 
become richer with eacn successive year. 
I have 
never discovered any injurious effects from feed­ 
ing off m eadows during the fall of tne year. On 
the contrary, I think the droppings from th e cattle 
and sheep are of great value, and Hie roots of Hie 
grass are none th e worse for browsing. Of course, 
it is a ruinous practice to p astu re m eadow s in the 
spring.” 
We shall never m ulch bearing beds of straw - 
berriesNvitli straw again. 
Though a good w inter 
protection, it cannot be madt- free from grain and 
aeed see-.s, and to thus n-seed soil made clean by 
li ng culture is vexations. A side from tills Hie 
mulch is made Hie breeding place of insects. 
We 
found thousands of sm all worms had hatched 
under the straw before Die frost was fairly out of 
the soli. 
It Is susm-eted th a t tile dam age done to 
P arker E arle’s (Cobden, III.) plantation by an in­ 
sect eating into Die berries is owing to Die straw 
m ulch, as w hen no m ulch w as applied no injury 
was done. 
A bushel of corn w eighing Ofty-slx pounds will 
yield betw een tw enty-eight aud th irty pounds of 
glucose or grape sugar, and la adulterating su g ar 
from 18 to 20 per cent, of the grape sugar is gen­ 
erally used. 
In Europe potatoes are generally 
used foi Die m anufacture of glucose, and Ute m an­ 
ufacturers lino larger profits than irom corn. 
A 
plant called m anioc, a native of South and Central 
Am erica, is said to produce fifty-six pounds of 
glucose to the bushel. A s tills plant yields over 
500 bushels to the acre, it is not lm prob hie tluit 
manioc m ay be Die “ sug.ir-eauo” 01 Die future. 
Tile so-called B razilian arrow -root and tapioca of 
com m erce are m ade from the cassava or manioc 
plant. 
R eports of an experim ent m ade by the State 
A gricultural College of M ic Iii san on th eir farm wiib 
sowing land plaster on grass, claim Dial two bush­ 
e d of p laster produced over tw o-thirds as much 
mer!.ase as tw enty loads of horse m anure. Tile 
11 ister happened to suit exactly the requirem ents 
of tins special soil, and sim ilar applications m ade 
on other lands m ight fail to produce m arked re­ 
sults, though, as a rule, p laster is beneficial to 
grass and meadow lands. 
Mr. Stephen Pow ers says th a t in a 450-mile jo u r­ 
ney to C incinnati and back he did not see half a 
dozen fields of w heat properly shocked. T here is 
only one right way, and th is lie describes in The 
Ohio F arm er. “ It consists of eight sheaves—no 
more. T he first three are set close together in a 
row running cast and west, and well chucked 
down. 
Two more are set on each side of tills row, 
the butts well flattened against Die ground and a t 
Hie sam e tim e jabbed into Die b u tts of the others. 
This m akes the shock round, knits it together aud 
m akes it firm on the ground. 
To kn it ii closer to- 
geiher the shocker em braces Die to) s In his arm s, 
hugs them curse and finishes by giving the heads 
a kind of tw isting lap. 
Then, holding Die sheaf 
intended for a cap betw een his knees, lie loosens 
the band, slips it down w ithin a foot of the end, 
where he tightens it again, aud tlieu proceeds 
to 
break tho 
heads 
down 
clear 
to 
the 
band 
and 
very 
thoroughly. 
It 
Is 
laid 
on w ith the heads to the west. A cap prepared 
In this m anner will cover the shock like an apron 
clear dow n to the bauds and tw o-thirds of the way 
around; so com pletely. Id fact, Diat no wind will 
ever blow it off unless the shock goes Over with it. 
W heat shocked this way in our Helds stands up iu 
a gale which sends a th ird or half of the shocks to 
grass, or a t least uncaps them , in n< Ighboring 
fields; and In an hour they will be dry enough to 
thresh arter a storm heavy enough to precipitate 
half an inch or more of w ater. T he cap is perpen­ 
dicular a t one end, aud has a very decided slope 
at the o ilier; the shock is small, tig h t, sym m etri­ 
cal, and stands up like a soldier of the ‘aw kw ard 
squad,’ w ith his hands clapped on his trousers* 
scants, and the rain finds 110 lodgm ent. 
It has 
nothing lo do but to run down Die steep roof of 
Ute cap and drop to the ground. 
Now, w heat 
shocked in this way does not need to be stacked. 
It is unnecessary—a waste of tim e and labor. 
If 
a show er suspends threshing operations it will 
only be for a short tim e.” 
Tile garden pays well, even w ith hand labor. 
It 
would J.ay much b etter if Die m ain burden of the 
cul ivatm n were put upon Hie m uscles ut the horse. 
But Ute saving 01 eo*t in cultivation is only a sm all 
part of the benefit of Die long-row arrangem ent. 
It would lead to a m uch more frequent aud th o r­ 
ough cultivation of our garden crons. 
M ost far- 
m eis neglect the garden for the field crops. 
Tbe 
advantage of a frequent j-tlning or the surface 
soil Hi grow ing crops is greatly underestim ated. 
It is said th a t it pays to hoe cabbage every m orn­ 
ing before breakfast during the early part of th e 
season. 
W e can testify to the great advantage of 
cultivation evbrv week. 
This frequent breaking 
of Hie crust adm its of a freer circulation of the air 
am ong the roots below, and m akes the most oi the 
dews aud rains th at fall. 
T he m anufacture of 
plant food goes on more rapidly, and, to a certain 
ext. ut, cultivation Is a substitute for m anure. 
A nother benefit of th e long-row system would bo 
the alm ost certain enlargem ent of Die fruit and 
vegetable garden, aud a better supply of fruits for 
Die table. 
This, we believe, would Lave au Im por­ 
tan t sanitary Influence iii every household. 
George. II Cook, director of the New Jerse y 
A gricultural experim ent station, in bulletin 23, 
gives analyses 
and valuations 
of 
com plete 
m anures and special fertilizers sold in th a t S tale. 
Hi this bulletin Professor Cook rem inds his read­ 
ers of a fact often overlooked, which is th a t fer­ 
tilize! s do not alw ays retu rn to the farm er bene­ 
fits th a t are equivalent to th eir cost in m arket. 
In a word, the agricu ltu ral value may differ 
widely irom the m arket value. 
Iu the selection 
of a fertilizer the fact is gradually corning to be 
recognized th a t encl* crop requires a 
larger 
am. unt cf some one of the fertilizing constituents 
than it does of Hie o th er; m a t In a fertilizer for 
w heat a large am ount of nltroireu combined w ith 
phosphoric acid and potash can he used w ith 
profit, w hile Hi a fertilizer for corn un equal 
am ount of nitrogen would probably result I ii loss: 
th at fertilizers for potatoes and tobacco should 
contain an abundance of potash, and th a t large 
quantities ut 
phosphoric acid generally yield 
profit on turnips, while, on Die contrary, nitrogen 
has very little beneficial effect on clover ana other 
legum inous crops. Q uestions of tills nature m ust 
be studied bv field trials. W hen mice settled by 
each farm er how m uch nitrogen, phosphoric acid, 
potash, etc., he Call profitably use on each crop, 
Die valuations as given in tills bulletin will en­ 
able him to purchase what Is required at the 
m ost favorable prices. 
a sandy soil with an adm ixture of clay produces 
Hi st-rate w heat crops, especially spring w heat, bu t 
the soil ought not to be too sandy. 
W heat re ­ 
quires the medium betw een a very ltgbt, porous 
soil and a close, tenacious one. Sandy soils are 
greatly im proved by a grow th of clover. Clover 
turned under is a good preparation for w heat. 
H enry .Stewart says ib at when a dairym an in­ 
tend* to perm aueuHy put.luxe his cow* he can 


recom m end Die common quick grass as an early 
p a -tu re ; 01 chard grass n tx l, lim n red Dip and blue 
grass, w ith w hite clover mixed (ti and red clover 
or lucerne to help out deficiencies. Ile considers 
them the m ost productive m ilk m ater! tis. 
In fruit growing, rem em ber that fruits are like 
grain and vegetable crops in tills, Dint they m ust 
nave m anure to keen tip th e fertility. 
U nlike 
vegetables and grain, how ever, their feeding roots 
are mostly at the silt face. 
It is best, therelore, 
annually 10 top-dress fruit trees, 
lf m anure can­ 
not '>e had, any fresh earth from ditches or road­ 
sides. spread a baii-inch or so under the trees, will 
have a w onderful effect. 
The destruction of the M aine spruce forests is 
due to ii little creature about tl.ree-fourthB of an 
inch long, know n as a saw-fly. 
Tlmy have becoom 
very num erous, and are destroying more trees 
than a lum berm an would in a dozen years. 
The 
governm ent entom ologists say the only rem edy is 
to spray the tru n k s with arse ic dissolved Iu w ater, 
until some n atu ral enem y appears to destroy the 
fly. 
"T he worm s w ere cleaning off my cabbages, and 
I applied sail during lite early m orning, Waite Hie 
dew was nu the I. aves, a tablespoonful to the 
plant, tor two or three m ornings during the we»-k. 
The salt adiieies to Hie leaves aud dissolves. 
The 
plants th a t w ere being eaten off w ere soon tree 
from worms.” 
You m ust set out blackberries when th*' plants 
are In a dorm ant condition. 
Both fall aud early 
spring planting are practiced w ith success, when 
other conditions are favorable. 
Late spring plan t­ 
ing is to be avoided, as the early grow tn Is liable 
to be overtaken Ivy too greai b eat and d rou lit. 
The plants ought to be set a little deeper than they 
grew originally. 
The early W ilson Is a varie­ 
ty th at propagates readily by root cuttings. 
M any 
grow ers give the preference to root cu ttin g s over 
suckers tor the propagation of all sorts. 
In the sum m er aud early fall feeding of pigs we 
have found sw eet corn one of the best and m ost 
convenient kinds of fodder. 
Pork is m ade to the 
hest advantage by putting th e pigs, as soon as 
they are w eaned irom Hie sow and have learned to 
eat milk aud m eal, Into the pen, aud keeping them 
tiiere nuder full feed until they are ready for 
slaughter In Novem ber or D ecem ber. 
W ith a 
good breed of swine tiiere i9 no difficulty in m aking 
M arch pigs weigh from 250 to 300 pounds a t 8 
or 9 m onths old. 
V\ Itll plenty of Indian m eal and 
skim m ed milk they will grow rapidly until the 
corn is large enough for cutting. 
A bout the- 1st 
of A ugust tills should lie given as an additional 
ration. 
The pigs will cat Hie green stalks and 
leaves with Hie greatest relish 
after the oars 
have been plucked. 
It is an excellent app. tlzer, 
helps the digestion of more solid food, and pro­ 
m oles the ti.rift of the anim als. 
Field co in may 
not lie quite so nutiitious, but no b etter use can be 
m ade of that, after the ears are in milk, than to 
cut and feed ii to fa t’ening swine. 
It costs much 
less to m ake pork ut sum m er th au hi co.d w inier 
w eather. 
The weight of soils vary greatly, depending 
largely upon the per cents of Hie clay and sand 
ti.a t are present. 
A dry sand weighs about HO 
pounds per cubic foot. 
A Boll tHat is know n as 
heavy clay weighs only reventy-flve pounds fur 
the sam e bulk. 
A soil th a t is hall sand aud half 
clay w c ijis iii Die neighborhood of ninety-six 
pounds per cubic foot. 
Tne presence of organic 
m atter m akes a soil lig h ter; thus a gareieu soil 
doeS"not run above seventy pounds per cubic foot. 
Sandy soils are the ones th a t are called "lig h t,” 
and yet bv w eight tliey are m uch heavier Ilian Hie 
clays th at lartuers very generally call "h eav y ” 
soils. 
The term s light aud Heavy, as generally 
used, do uot refer to the w eight of tile soil, but 
its resistance to the action of Die plough aud other 
Im plem ents employed iii “ w orking'’ it. 
A clay 
soil is adhesive when wet, aud even when molsi its 
j articles do not separate readily, as will th e grains 
In a saltily soil. 
It Is estim ated, from careful experim ents, th at 
about one-half of the dry m atter in mod consum ed 
by anim als passes into the m anure, and tout if the 
liquid m anure is itll saved aud added to ll the 
value is nearly doubled. 
O rdinary barn-y ird m a­ 
nure has about four tim es the we.gilt of half the 
dry m atter of the feed used, and oy tills can be 
estim ated the am ount produced I rom each anim al 
on the faun. 
Tne richer to e feed th. b etter m a­ 
nure, so th a t th ere is more than one way In which 
high feeding pays. The solid portion of m anure 
contains organic m atter, phosphoric acid and lime, 
while the liquid portlou contains nearly all tile 
nitrogen and potash. 
To m ake a perfect fertilizer 
all m ust he sated . 
Frequent cultivation is a good substitute for 
m anure, but pays much 'netter with m anure th an 
without. 
T his we have tried on garden crops, es­ 
pecially potatoes, cabbage, beaus, onions a. d 
other root crops. An old Saying lins com e down 
to us from the fathers, th at he who would have 
early cabbage sprouts must hoe I hem every m orn­ 
ing before breakfast. We have tried tills in spring 
tim e for m ornings enough to prove th at It is not 
one of Die old wives* fables, 
in Hie early m orn­ 
ing Die dew is on. and ibis is charged w lut an 
available am ount of am m onia, which of course 
feeds the roots below. 
If the surface is neglected 
a crust form s and the a ir dues not circulate iu the 
soil.—[D utchess F arm er. 
Dr. Max Sering, a scientist sent by the G erm an 
governm eut to investigate th e lim itations of w heat 
production in Am erica, has read ied nome and 
made his report. 
He gives it as his opinion, 
based upon Investigation carefully pursued in 
California, Oregon, W ashington T erritory, D a­ 
kota and M innesota, th a t the “ United S tates is 
n ear the lim it of its ability to flood Europe with 
cheap w heat.” 
JJe argues th a t the g reat increase 
in the production of w lieat th a t has occurred only 
in the last fifteen years, has resulted from in­ 
creased acreage through new settlem ents, and 
not from any Increased production per acre in Die 
older grain fields, and th a t as new d istric ts are 
being put in w heat, Die older regions are turning 
their w heat lands to other uses. 
Calves are the seed of the dairy. 
No one can 
have good stock or im prove w hat lie may have 
unless he gives the best care and attention to r- ap­ 
ing bis calves. 
A calf Is m ade or spoiled iu Hie 
rearing, aud it m atters less what Die p .rentage is 
than w hat the rearing aud training may be. 
Keep chickens on clean runs and aw ay from 
m anure heaps lf you w ant them to be free from 
gapes. 
C attie are som etim es poisoned by eating the 
wilted leaves of the wild cherry. The green leaves 
are not poisonous, but Die poison seems to develop 
by some chem ical change w hich takes place dur­ 
ing the wilting. T ake care, therefore, uot to cut 
wild chew y trees aud leave the branches where 
the cattle can get them , for, strange though it 
seem s, tliey will abandon good grass tu eat them , lf 
the cattle are suspt-cU d of having eaten them, 
mix one pint of bog’s lard and m olasses aud warm 
until It will run readily, pour into o-long-neckcd 
bottle, raise Die anim al’s In ad, aud, Inserting the 
nose of the bottle In Die co rn er of the m outh so ii* 
to reach well back on th e tongue, pour it down. 
Che usual dose varies from a {lint to a quart, 
according to size of anim al aud severity of the 
ease, but th ere is no dunge* of an overdose. 
The Florida D ispatch suggests a m eans of 
strengthening trees Inclined to split a t Die forks. 
It says: 
"C rotched or fo rced fruit trees of any 
kind can be k ept from splitting down by tw isting 
together one tw ig from each of Hie m ain branches. 
These tw igs urns tw isted togetl.er will in five 
year* grow into a solid branch w hich cannot he 
broken. Twigs which grew from Die low er par: 
of the branches are preferable for tills purpose. 
lf there are no such tw igs on the branches a ‘w ater 
sprout’ or ‘sucker’ should be allowed to grow ; cl­ 
one may be started by nicely inserting a scion Into 
a slit betw een Die bark aud wood, and securely 
waxiug it. 
Tw igs from the size of a lead bench to 
half an inch in diam eter eau bo used for ibis pur­ 
pose. Their ends should no t be clipped for a year or 
two after tliey are first tw isted together. 
By that 
tune they will begin to adhere, and all the twigs 
and leaves may be c u t from the newly-fornn d 
branch which will soon form a live, strong connec­ 
tion betw een tlisfliarge b ran ch es.” 
I he culture of lru it will pay you a hundred-fold 
In health aud enjoym ent, and m ake your home, 
sm all though it may be, largo lu Hie bounties 
which nature will provide. 
To do work econom ically it must be done system ­ 
atically. 
Each portion or departm ent 01 farm 
work has Its particular season in which to be 1 er- 
fornied, and unless perform ed in its season Hie 
whole system of arrangem ent is throw n out of 
order, each part seem ing to trespass upon the 
other, and all dem anding attention a t once. 
P rofessor A rnold urges dairy farm ing. 
First, 
because it costs IO per eeut. less to operate a 
dairy farm th an grain or mixed agricu ltu re; sec­ 
ond, the average returns are larger 1 hail for other 
farm ing; third, the prices are more uniform and 
trustw orthy; fourth, dairying exhausts Die soil 
least; Jhftli, it is more secure against changes in 
Hie season. 
Newly set fruit trees should not be neglected. 
The first two or three ye rs are Imp. n a u t ones in 
the life of a tree. 
It can then be sparingly pruned 
in spring, sum m er, autum n or w inter, 
lf Die 
grow er sees a branch which needs the Knife, he 
should attend to It on the spot, nom .tier w uat the 
season may he. Severing a slender tw ig then may 
spare Die cutting of a large branch a few years 
later. 
T he earth should be iig.it about ll e base of 
a young tree, and if it lean- too m uch it should be 
staked. "A s the tw ig is bent, so Is the tree in­ 
clined.” 
Good tools and good team s are certainly essen­ 
tial to good (arm ing. 
It m ay seem like v cn o m y 
to use Hie old mower another year, but it ult 
ii 
proves quite Hie opposite, as tim e is now too valu­ 
able to stop for repairs every day or two. 
He can­ 
not afford to ruu toe risk of losing tw o or three 
tim es tile value of a m achine by these delays. 
Nor can we at)ore! to injure a good team upon a 
hard-running scraper, to say nothing of the loss 
occasioned by men standing Idle on th e ir s.ations 
half the tune. Good tools may run a m an into debt 
at first,but, if intelligently purchased and properly 
used, they will soon help him out, aud put his 
farm in good condition. 
A $2000 Jersey cow, own.*d in B altim ore, Md., 
has lust earned the reputation of being the b« st 
butter-producing cow in the United Stares, liavi .g 
In a seven-days’ test given 327 p umis of m ilk, 
which m ade twenty-five pounds two and a b a i 
ounces of but to v being one pound of butter from 
a little less than thirteen pounds or six and a hall 
quarts of milk, som e Jersey cows have made a 
pound of blitter Irom a sm aller quantity of milk, 
but they did uot give near as many qu arts per 
dav. The above was a yield of about tw enty- 
three q u arts per day. 
The cow was m ilked at 
lute. val* of eight hours, w hich probably increased 
the am ount of milk and possibly of bulter, as some 
elahji th a t m ilking th ree tunes a day m akes Hie 
milk richer, as, if left longer In tile bag, tho fat Is 
absorbed into the system to becom e tallow. 
Tim "sm u ts” are fungi, a kind of flowerless 
plants, bearing some relation to m ushroom s aud 
I toaustools. 
They are propagated by spores,which 
I are sim ple cells and answ ering to tile seeds of 
I flowering plants. T hese sport s float about and 
I give rise to new plants when they find favorable 
j conditions for growth. Tile sm uts are very closely 
I allied to th e rusts, which are propagated in tile 
; sam e general m anner. 
The best rem edy for m ost 
j such fungoid attack s is to burn the plant or the 
j p art affected, 'fid s m ethod prevents the spread 
I of the disorder. 
liasyberrU * which are attacked 


with ru st should be .lug up and burned at once. In 
gardens aud on small farm s ii is a good piau.w ere 
feasible, to bum all ears of corn which are a t­ 
tacked w ith sm ut. 
F. D. C urtis, who is a strong advocate of rooi 
crops, Urns 
w rites to 
the A griculturist: 
“ A 
turiilj) crop will fit it m eadow for c ru, as the sod 
will ire rotted, re dv for giving tile m aize 1 vigor­ 
ous s ta rt, and the ground will ire more mellow and 
all th e richer on account of (he turnips. 
The sod 
should be ta lied ovt-r as soon as possible a ter the 
cldv.T or hay crop lias been taken off. 
Ii would 
he well to roll the ground and flatten the sw ard 
to hasten Its decom position, and a iew days before 
sowing tim e harrow it thoroughly. 
A dressing of 
fin. ly-rotted m anure should limn be spread upon 
the surface and cultivated into the so il.th e ground 
being pulverized and mane as mellow as possible. 
ll wood ashes can be procured they will help the 
crop Ii they are thinly sc .tiered on the top. A 
pound and a half of seed Bown broadcast Is am ple 
for an acre. 
The seed should be covered with a 
brush drag. 
As $.>ou as the turnips m e up they 
w iJ be benefited by a dressing of plaster (sulphate 
of lime), at the rate of tw o bushels to an acre.

Of course th ere are some ex tra Individual 
dairies which alw ays com pete sueeessiully w ith 
the cream eries boti. in quality and price. 
There is m> better tim e re sell farm produce than 
when it Is at lls best condition for m arket, and 
when the trad er or consum er w ants it, and is will­ 
ing to pay a lair price for it. 
To hold on for a 
higher price Is sim ply speculation, or, in oilier 
words, It Is gam bling, and being foolish enough to 
Dike your chances ag ain st those who a re experts 
a t Die game. 
Many a field produces .only half a crop, by rea- 
>u of being poorly ploughed. 
The plough Is of

One of those Individuals w ho are troubled about 
th e m atter w rites to tire New York Tim es com­ 
plaining about how the word “ lady” has fallen 
from Its form er high estate.

“ W hen the bell rings I am told a lady 
is below, and, expecting to see a friend, I lin d a 
neighbor's servant with a m essage, probably a 
person of ebony com plexion. 
Is there no w ay of 
m aking some distinction? W ould it not be b etter 
to divide the sex into women and fem ales, and 
leave the desecrated term to the effete aristocracy 
of the older w orld?” 
Pray, why should the rex “ be divided" and a 
superior nam e applied to one p art ami a reproach­ 
ful one to an o th er? Are they not ail wom en, even 
if ti ey do happen to be “ | ersons of coony com­ 
plexions"? 
W hat right has any portion of Hie

Ti e desire to

For tnere can be nothing more un­

I-am -better-than-tl iou spirit— 
which is the spirit that « b jic ls to cal tug a wom an 
who sells 
goods, a woman 
who cooks or a 
wom an who scrolls floors a lady, ii that is th e term 
bv which the woman who buys Hie goods, or for 
wb- im the cooking and scrubbing are dono, is 
known. 


T he am ount and degree cf unm itigated nonsense 
that occasionally gets itself spread abroad by and 
am ong sensible people under the disguise of being 
etiquette are, to say the least, som ew hat astonish­ 
ing. 
This has no reference to th a t common sense 
and kindliness, th at genial courtesy nod m utual 
res| ect that under the general title of “good m an­ 
n ers” form Hie m inor m orals of society. 
Nor does 
it tnt an Hie arb itrary Hiles bv which society 
in particular com m unities decides to guide Hie 
w alk of its m em bers in m atters of sm all im por­ 
tance. 
These are purely arb itrary , are founded 
on ne particular sentim ent or ideas and vary w indy 
w ith different countries and com m unities. 
To be 
sure they m ay be, end often ate, full of si eddy or 
sh am ; their observance is usually Insisted ut on 
the more strongly Hie more arb itrary they are; 
and the freedom -loving individual may feel their 
dem ands to be appressive and distasteful. 
But for

those. C hristianity and chivalry, m odern and an­ 
cient custom m ake a man Hie servant of women. 
T he old form of salutation used by Sir W aller 
R aleigh and other courtiers was alw ays, ’Your 
servant, m adam ,’ and It Is the p rettiest aud most 
adm irable way tor a man to address a woman In 
any language.”

A HERBARIUM. 


W hat is First to be Done—W hat Specim ens 
to G ather and How to G ather T hem — 
How to Dry and Arrange Them. 


The sons of our fan n ers ought to becom e good 
bract leal botanists, and their sisters m ay join 
them in the pursuit of a know ledge of plants with­ 
out Hie least danger of Injury to th eir health or 
happiness. Practical botany is a branch of knowl­ 
edge which cannot fail to lie of great service to 
the agriculturist, not only in aiding bim to iden­ 
tify the different species of economic plants In cul­ 
tivation, hu t also the innum erable w eeds which 
infest their fields. Those w ho reside in the country 
have the best of opportunities for studvm g botany 
and collecting plants, b u t It is to be feared very few 
avail them selves of them , or really know anything 
of the w ealth of th eir surroundings, and for this 
reason w e are inclined to think there arc a far 
greater num ber of botanical w orks and herbari­ 
um s In city houses than in those Olathe country. 
Young and old, am ateur aud professional botan­ 
ists m ay be seen alm ost every afternoon during 
the sum m er leaving the city for ram bles in the 
country, w here specim ens to enrich th e ir collec­ 
tions can be 
found, and we 
reg ret 
to 
say 
that these seekers arter know ledge do not al­ 
ways receive a verycordi.il welcome from the 
farm ers whose fields or forests H ey happen to 
visit, for there are farm ers even In these days who 
look upon everv stu d en t iii natu ral history as 
crack-brained, deserving a strnit-j eket. 
Still, 
when these sam e farm ers find some noxious insect 
destroying th eir clops, or pestiferous weed over­ 
running th eir fields, they will not hesitate to send 
specimen# lo some city natu ralist, In order to learn 
tHeir nan es and the best way to eradicate or de­ 
stroy them. 
But the study of the natu ral sci­ 
ences is becoming m ore popular than formerly, 
and p e ihaps It is not too m uch to expect in Hie 
near future th at every farm house will contain a 
few books, a t least, relating to tho natural objects 
which surround it. 
It is not expected th a t every 
m em ber of tile family will desire lo study botany, 
neither would it lie advisable; but there are other 
b randle* of natural history equally as fascinating 
and valuable to those who wish to know some­ 
thing of the world In which he lives. 
We do not 
suppose th at every farm er’s son wishes to become 
a professional botanist, or even to spend any con­ 
siderable tim e in ti e study of Hie science, but we 
do urge upon one and all to acquire some little 
know ledge of the plants with which they associate 
alm ost every day of th eir lives. 
Knowledge, like 
money, is far more easily o ld ained than retained, 
and 
for 
this 
reason 
we 
say 
to 
every 
young 
man 
and 
wom an, 
let 
no 
scrap of 
know ledge be lost ti d ough negligence in pre­ 
paring a safe receptacle for retaining it. 
It may 
nave to lie w ritten down on a scrap of brown 
ra p e r; if so, down with It, and file aw ay for fu­ 
tu re refert nee. 
Some day th a t scrap will be 
w anted, perhaps not In ten. even iii tw enty years, 
but if you iiave recorded a fact, it will be called 
for, and very often the w riter will be surprised at 
its value to nim when needed. 
W hat we propose 
a* a pastim e for the children of tan n ers In the 
way of a herbarium , is merely the accum ulation 
of facts, or, in oilier words, useful knowledge re­ 
lating to the wild and cultivated plants to be 
found on tile farm . 
We do not suppose th a t there 
is any farm er In this conin rv who is too poor to 
purchase a t feast one boianfeal work th at does not 
cost more than one or tw o dollars, 
lf ti ere Is 
one. we pity Ulm. and if lie has children we would 
advise him to allow them to go trom home and 
work for some n ic e fortunate man. W ith one ele­ 
m entary work on botany, the student may com­ 
mence to m ake a herbarium ; lie could , o Ibis 
without Hie book, but not sn well, and w» will not 
believe th ere is any person In this country desir­ 
ing knowledge who cannot find the m enus of ac­ 
quiring It. 
The first thing *o ne done Is to gather the spec­ 
im ens to be prese.ved, and these may bo taken 
from the woods, fields or w herever they can be 
found, and ra in e d home I ii a* good cond Ii ion a* 
possibly in a box, bae, or even rolled up In a dam p 
cloth to prevent w ilting until ready for Hie press. 
A portfolio, a foot and a hail long ana Im f as wide, 
will he bandy for ti is purpose. The stiles may be 
m ade of thin boards, leat lier or thick paper, with 
a leather strap or strong tw ine to hold it together. 
In going out to collect, pu t In a quantity of si orts 
of p ap er: alm ost any kind of coarse w rapping 
paper will answ er, or e v il new spat era cm up to 
fit the portfolio will do. W hen Hie specim ens tire 
gathered they can be spread out and be laid be­ 
tween the sheets, and kepi In shape until the col­ 
lector returns from his trip. 
Professor Gray and other professional botanists 
recom m end gathering specim ens wlieu in flower or 
fruit, but w ith sm all h erb s it Is well to have speci­ 
m ens in both stages, because there are some that 
show greater differences in their seed than in their 
flowers. Small plants should be gathered entire, 
th at Is, with their roots as well as top: but. with 
larger ones, a sm all bramah or tw ig w ith the flow­ 
ers will be sufficient for identification. 
All speci­ 
m ens should be well dried before placing them in 
a herbarium . 
To do this, place each specimen 
bel weeu tw o or more sheets of soft, unsized paper, 
being careful to have each specim en spread out, 
so th a t every p art can b eseen plainly when It Is 
dried. 
A fter a num ber of specim ens have been 
placed between Hie sheets of paper, one over 
the other, apt ly a weight, but not heavy enough 
to crush the more delicate parts. 
A botanical 
press is handy, I ut good specim ens can be pre 
pared w ithout oue. Place a board on the top of 
the pile wken made up. and on this put a w eight; 
a stone weighing twenty-live to fifty pounds will 
answ er lf no more convenient w eight is at hand, 
The softer and poorer kinds of w rapping {taper 
will answ er for dryers, and it is well to have a 
double set, as they should be changed a t least 
once a dav at first, hut as the sheets are taken out 
and fresh ones put in they may be spread out to 
dry, aud be ready fi r use ut tile next chance. This 
course m ust i e pursued until Hie specim ens are 
perfectly 
drv, 
which will usually 
require 
a 
week or ten days In favorable w eather, ll three or 
four sheets or soft paper are placed betw een each 
layer of specim ens the drying will be hastened, 
and few er changes required. 
W hen Hie speci­ 
mens are dry.sHiey should be transiorred to clean 
sheets of good strong w hite pa) cr the usual size 
of the sheets being ]6VaXlOV*. Bul lf such paper 
cannot he obtained, or the collector th in k s be 
cannot afford the expense, Hie specim ens m ay I e 
placed between sheets i f a cheaper kind, and the 
nam es of tile plants w ritten on a slip and pasted 
by the side of each. 
In w ell-arranged herbarium s 
the specim ens are placed on Hie sheets of wldte 
paper and Held In place by gum m ed slit s laid 
across them , or by gluing the specim ens dow n to 
the sheet. Only one species should be placed on 
a sheet, and the generic and specific nam e w ritten 
on th e lower l ight-band corner. 
I Le locality irom 
whence the specim en was obtained, date of col­ 
lecting, or other Inform ation may also be added. 
As Hie collection Increases the different genera 
will need to he separated and placed together, at 
which tim e w hat arc called genus covet s may I e 
used. 
These covers may be made of thick colored 
m anila paper, and folded to the sam e size as Hie 
sheets containing Hie specim ens. 
The nam e of 
the genus should also be w ritten on the lower 
right-hand corner. The herbarium should be Kept 
in cases or cabinets, but ti these are not a t band, 
then store in slitilbw boxes; in fact, alm ost any­ 
w here that the specim ens will be safe from ver­ 
min and excluded from m oisture. 
A fter the ) lauts have been collected and dried, 
and are ready to ho put aw ay, their nam es will be 
w anted, aud this is tho m ost discouraging part 
of Hie work to Ute beginner, w ho know s nothing 
of the classification or botanical characters of 
plants. 
But with a little study the way will 
soot) be made | lain for ascertaining the nam es 
of the most common species. 
We will suppose 
that the novice com m ences w ith the common 
ox-eye daisy, which lins tun wild over all the 
country, a si'eclm eu of winch bas been pressed 
and ready fi r na m e; by looking under tills name 
in a botany, w e ' finn 
th at Its scientific -name 
Is u n can iliem u m vulgate, or. in some w rks, 
( Iii ysam he mum 
Leui auUicmmn, 
as 
authors 
differ som ew hat#in the names given 
to 
this 
plant; but no m atter, tt Is readily found, and 
by glancing a t the nam es of other closely allied 
plants on Ute sam e page of th® w ork consulted. 
we find that Hie commot) garden cham om ile. May 
weed and yarrow belong to the sam e com posite 
family as Hie ox-eved daisy, aud thus lig h t lu re, 
w ithout knowing much about the stru ctu re of the 
plants, quite a Utile c o a c tio n may ie secured 
ai d correctly named. 
If the novice com m ences 
to collect earlier In the spring lie will probably 
Come across the common wild liverw ort or liver 
leaf, with its blue or purple flowers, aud then, by 
looking for this nam e in th** botany, we find th at 
there are two species, one called H epatica iriioba, 
ami Hie other IL acutiloLa, the first having the three 
divisions of tho leaf rounded, and to the others they 
arc pointed or acu te: hence the nam e acutlioba. 
Thou come the colum bines (aqulllgt-a), th e lark­ 
spurs (ar lphiniuins), m onkshood (aconitum ), aud 
right on through Hie season well-known common 
pi ll,ts will assist th e novice In getting an idea of 
classification and the botanical ehnraeieristics of 
plants in general. The clovers, red, white, yellow, 
pussy clover, aud sweet clover ami closely allied 
plnnis, should not be overlooked, und we presum o 
m any a ta n n e r will be som ewhat sui prised ii ms 
son or daughter should happen to tell him that 
these clovers belonged to the Pulse family, and 
were related to peas and beans, and not to the 
grasses. 
To speak of the c overs under the gen- 
cral mime of “grasses,” as is frequently done hy 
persons who should know belier, Is as incorrect as 
It would be to call the different breeds of swine 
‘•horses.” 
AH the different kinds of grain cultivated should 
be rej'rescnied in the fa rn n r’s herbarium , not 
om itting the chess or cheat found In the w heat 
field of elsew here, anil we are confident th at the 
man who has progressed thus far In coiiectiug 
botanical specim ens will beg,ii to doubt Ii w heat 
does aetuu ly turn to chess, however much lie may 
have believed In it previously. T he various species 
of grasses found In Hie meadows, pastures and 
w oodlands, should also Le preserved; and although 
the lanilly Is rath er a difficult one for the novice to 
work un, siill a com m encem ent can he made with 
the most common species, such as tim othy, red- 
top, orchard grass and blue grass. But as corn, 
oats, rye, w heat, millet, and sim ilar kinds of gram 
are tru e grasses, the student can obtain a very fair 
general I .ca of the family before collecting sm aller 
species found in the meadows aud pastures. 
It but two or tim e persons In a neighborhood 
become tnteieeted In botanical studies more will 
follow, aud soon they eau help one another, and 
when a good collection is secured ex tra specim ens 
eau be ui-ed In exchanges with collectors In more 
distant localities. 
B otanists are to he found in all 
civilized countries, und they are ever ready to ex­ 
change w hat they have for w hat they have not. 
The benefits to be derived from making even a 


sm all collect on oi plants to be found on every 
f irm reach f ir beyond the mere a d of digging un 
ami di ving the sr editions, or even learning .ill 
tin t is to be known about ti em, for the eve of the 
collector has been educated to sec things that le- 
f re this | raet>* al G aining were hidden from 
view ,and the brain responds to the organs of 
s.gal, and will th ereafter dem and facts Instead of 
taucies of untrained m inds.—[Sun.

K E I*!'H LICA NA m U R N O N I O lH . 


Some months ago the Boston Traveller sent one 
of Its chosen emissaries through the Old Bay State 
lo feel the Republican political pulse of party lead­ 
ers on the subject of “harmony.” The scribe met 
with varying success, at times recording a quick, 
active sensation, and ai others a low-ebbing tide, 
which indicated forlorn hopes for the future of the 


g r a n d old party. 
Not until one Mr. H o a r of 
Worcester was accosted on the subject did this 
wonderful trip come to a close, and that a very 
eudden one. 
“Senator,” said the scribe, “the Traveller would 
tike your views on ‘harmony* In the party and the 
best method to procure h a r m o n y to which the 
Senator retorted, with a glance at the copper toe 
«a his boot, “I have nothing to say, sir, to the 
Boston Traveller.” 
The scribe took the next train for Boston. This 
Closed the chapters on harmony, and the collector 
of the port of Boston’s organ dropped the subject 
end took It for granted that all was peace and 
quiet along the Republican line. 
Civil service reform principles, lf properly lived 
ap to, would restrain a Republican officeholder 
(rom participation in active politics, but, tike all 
other modern doctrines of the dude party, Ihe 
little rule of necessity compels a violation of the 
regulations under whlchl we are led to believe 
be Re publican officeholders hold their positions 
of trust. This necessity has forced the collector 
of Boston to put his hand to the behn and direct 
bls emissaries to make a second crusade from 
- Berkshire to Cape Cod to feel public opinion on 
the coming election. 
The circular, which was made up in the Travel­ 
ler office, was prepared with extreme care; but 
bow the list of correspondents who should reply 
was obtained has not been told. The Traveller 
states that there shall be no disclosure of the 
names of the gentlemen to whom the Traveller 
banded the circulars, nor are wo told what good 
words were poured into the ears of the Republi­ 
cans who received the circulars as to what the 
tone of their replies should be. The advice which 
was given was carefully hatched up at the top and 
foot of State street, where the Traveller and the 
custom house stand In close relationship, with one 
bead to the two institutions. 
The answers which came to the conundrums 
propounded by a Stalwart Republican, and in­ 
tended for Republican use, did not meet with such 
a unanimous response, that “ B u t l e r , must go,'* 
ai was anticipated. Some 300 replies were re­ 
ceived from thrice that number of circulars, which 
the Traveller man is reported to have handed 
around. So that, as to two-thlrds, it was a failure 
almost from the start, but the remaining third, 
who responded did not sing in tune to the pitch 
which tile collector had given. 
Men from the same town thought “ B u t l e r had 
gained” and that “ B u t l e r had lost” ; rn the next 
town “ B u t l e r was stronger than before,” and iu 
the adjoining town “ B u t l e r was holding his 
own.” Next a radical Republican would respond, 
“ No B u t l e r this year,” and another man down 
on the Cape would bellow hts fears that “Gov- 
•rnor B u t l e r was gaiulng strength.” 
The canvass is not satisfactory, nor what was 
•xpected. What prizes were offered by the Trav­ 
eller is not told; nor do we learn who got the 
chromo for the answer that suited the collector 
the most. We are uoi told how many of the replies 
were from regular subscribers for the daily wis­ 
dom of the Republican organ, nor can aught bo 
presumed thai the whole scheme was an advertis­ 
ing dodge to Increase the circulation of the Boston 
Evening Traveller. 
The Republican State Central Committee cannot 
be tnorouglily content with the action of the col­ 
lector, and. no doubt, feels that tile views of some 
of the Republicans who responded should not 
have been printed. It may be true that some 
were not printed; perhaps the two-tbirds, who 
presumably did not reply, did in fact, but in 
■neb a way as to disgust the gentlemen who 
worked up the grand plau which was to create 
such a sensation. For party’s sake some of the 
replies must 
be 
printed after the circulars 
had been placed where they would do the most 
good. and a careful scrutiny of those which were 
published may leave some doubt in the Travel­ 
ler's capacious brain as to whether some of their 
picked Republicans are not in fact favorable to 
the present Democratic Governor of the Old Baj­ 
ulate. 
It is a matter of great regret that In these 
moments of abstention from active politics on the 
part of Republican officeholders, the spirit of 
needed reform should stalk into the very citadel 
of the collector. It is well-known political his­ 
tory that Senator G e o r g e F r ia b i e H o a r has no 
particular love for the collector. How and what 
the fight was widen was made for the collector’s 
confirmation bas been justly surmised. 
And 
while it is the united opinion of both senator 
and collector that “ B u t l e r must go,” 
yet 
there Is a disappointment growing out of Hie 
Traveller’s cauvass which cannot unite them in 
ajrmpathy or condolence. 
It Is believed the sen- 
a tov denounces the collector’s practices, and will 
try to have him confine Ills attention to his legiti­ 
mate duties and leave politics severely alone. 
This will come of necessity, for the reason that 
w hen the senator gets hold of the charges aud the 
counter-charges being made at the custom house 
at the present time, he will deem It hts reform 
doty to conciliate the elements to prevent a pub­ 
lication of the affidavits for the sake of party har­ 
mony. 


i ms same harmony the Traveller set out to dis- 
eovei some months ago, and It is very'questionable 
whether the presumptuous comment of the Travel’ 


ler on the 300 replies to the collector’s circular, 
that “ Bu t l e r must go,” will not end In the col­ 
lector’s going, and his party with him. It Is the 
old adage, “ People who live In glass house* should 
not throw stones.” The Dally livening Traveller 
ought to take care lest the collector go and the 
Governor remain for another year.

One should not get ex­ 
cited or allow It to disturb one’s equanimity. It 
Is ruinous to become elated. There is a special 
need that tho Judgment should be calm and clear 
and every mental faculty under restraint 4n the 
moment of good fortune. Many a golden oppor­ 
tunity has been lost, and even converted into an 
occasion of danger and misfortune, by precipitate 
or careless management under the influence of 
undue hilarity.” 
Persons who are constantly complaining that 
they cannot get ahead in life should keep cool and 
remember that it Is the achievement of little suc­ 
cesses that renders great ones possible. It is this 
complaining class who oftentimes could not stand 
prosperity. Those who work hard, save their 
money, do not misapply their abilities and ener­ 
gies and are willing to “let well enough alone,” 
when their opportunity comes to hold a higher 
position In their chosen line of business, are gen­ 
erally equipped to do so without letting their pros­ 
perity turn their brail*. 


W H O IS T H A T DEM AG OGU EI 


It is now ten days since the Transcript pub­ 
lished an Interview with 
Lieutenant-Governor 
Am e s In which occurred these paragraphs: 
“General B u t l e r , said Mr. A m e s, once did a 
kind act for my father, and I esteem him highly as 
amani Dot politically he is a demagogue, indeed, 
I have told him so to his face.” 
“Mr. A m es again said that the Governor was a 
very pleasant gentleman, and he valuedjlils friend­ 
ship highly; ‘but,’ said lie, ‘as I told the Governor 
himself, politiCiUly he Is altogether bad.’ ” 
We are informed on good authority that Mr. 
A m e s denies that he called the Governor a “dem­ 
agogue,” or said that he Is politically “altogether 
bad.” 
We are still further Informed that last 
Monday morning he was determined to contradict 
the statements of the Transcript tn every paper in 
the city, but has thus far been restrained by the 
Republican State Committee. 
We are further Informed that the Transcript 
sent one of its most careful men to interview the 
lieutenant-governor, and that this gentlemen not 
only insists that the language was used by Mr. 
A m e s, but is ready to make his affidavit to that 
effect, and will do so lf the language Is denied 
by Mr. A m e s.

IN HE FEN CR O F T H E 
B O A R D IN G ­ 
HOUSE. 


Innumerable paragraphed for the press have 
plenty of sarcastic remarks about boarding-house 
keepers, and nothing to say in favor of this class 
of caterers. The latter, however, do not appear to 
let these observations disturb their equanimity, 
nor should they. 
Adverse criticisms are not 
aimed at those who keep flrst-class places, yet it 
Is an undoubted fact that even the proprietors of 
these hear growls enough about “boarding-houses” 
without looking In the papers for them. 
There are many things favorable to boarding­ 
house managers deserving of mention. In the 
first place, in a large city like Boston, they accom­ 
modate thousands of people of limited means who 
otherwise would I.ave a hard time to get meals for 
a week at low prices. Secondly, they furnish, for 
the money asked, more food than a large per­ 
centage of their patrons ever found upon the table 
lr. the rural homes from which they came. Thirdly, 
the hours of meals are so arranged as to accommo­ 
date all parties. Fourthly, the meal is ready 
when wanted, a very great advantage to busy 
people. 
The quality of the food placed upon the table 
brings us to the greatest factor in the whole 
business and the topic which gives rise to much 
talk among thoughtless people. 
Some who con­ 
demn the viands the most violently, it is safe to 
assert, never lived so well, for with all their fault­ 
finding they never leave and go elsewhere. They 
are not so foolish as to abandon a good thing. 
There 
is 
the 
lady 
who 
Is 
too 
lazy 
to go to 
housekeeping with 
her husband. 
She knows (7) how food ought to be cooked, 
but it will be a frigid day when she is caught 
attempting it. There Is the young man, recently 
from a farm, who never saw so many vegetables 
on the table before, because his father raised 
them to sell, and lived on salt meats and codfish. 
He thinks it is “citified” and well-bred to sniff at 
his iood and declare that “unless the table Is Im­ 
proved I shall be obliged to secure another place.” 
The “delicate” young lady, weighing about HO 
pounds, never Likes any exercise, and as she 
is, like all “delicate” young ladies, a voracious 
eater, she thinks that the food must be to blame 
for lier little aches. If she would eat less and 
exercise more she would feel better. The land­ 
lady has all tastes to satisfy—those who want fat 
meat, lean meat, vegetables of all kinds, pies, 
cakes, fruits, etc., and she patiently does her best, 
aud yet there are growlers. And then to cap the 
climax, when her moderate bills are presented a 
certain percentage of the boarders find themselves 
minus the money to pay her, and this is a dead 
loss to her. 
Of course, there are good and poor places in 
every city where boarders are taken, but because 
there are some bad ones all of the others should 
not be condemned. It is suspected that a host of 
city people who have been boarding in the 
country and seen none of that “rich milk and 
fresh 
vegetables 
from 
the 
garden” 
they 
heard of, are glad to get back to their old boarding 
accommodations here. 
There are always two 
sides to a question, and the flippant remarks about 
tills class of caterers have ceased to be interesting 
to the public.

T H E COM ING O F CO LEK 1H G E. 


The visit of Lord Chief .Justice Co l e r id g e to 
this country is one of unusual Importance In the 
relations between England and America. In his 
rank, as rank goes in England, he holds, with the 
exception of members of the royal family, the 
highest place of any English visitor we have ever 
had. In the legal line of horn rs he occupies the 
second highest post that England knows, the Lord 
Chancellor being Ills only superior. 
His visit will stimulate interest In legal mat­ 
ters, and lead to closer comparison of the legal 
systems of the two countries, a proceeding which 
usually results In more or less modification of 
these systems. And when a man of such learning 
and experience in the law visits us for the pur­ 
pose of studying our 
legal 
institutions and 
methods, and we are enabled to seo them as they 
appear to the eyes of one so well qualified to 
Judge, we have the opportunity of being greatly 
benefited by the view. 
The lord chief justice has the reputation of be­ 
ing a polished and elegant speaker, and of pos­ 
sessing a large and varied store of legal learning. 
His course has not been marked by any startling 
accomplishments, but lie made a rapid progress 
from the position of an advocate to that which lie 
now holds. He has had but slight connection 
with either politics or literature, though in the 
latier connection ho bears an honored name, 
being the nephew of the poet Co l e r id g e . 
Wherever he goes In Ills too-brief tour through 
this country, our distinguished visitor will meet 
with the warmest welcome. The legal fraternity, 
to w hom his visit Is one of surpassing interest, 
lias everywhere taken measures to make his tour 
of the fullest interest. His coming to Boston will 
not occur until the latter part of his journey, hut 
when lie does come the city will of course extend 
to him the warmest hospitality. 


T H E A P P R O A C H I NG E X H IB IT IO N S .

tures from all the principal countries under tho 
sun. So that the two together—and the buildings 
are located so conveniently near each other that 
they could not be easier of access lf they were 
united in one exhibition—form a world’s fair of 
immense proportions and the greatest interest 
After the great ado and signal failure of several 
cities, Boston among the number, in attempting to 
“boom” a world’s fair, these enterprises have gone 
steadily and quietly on, side by side, aud now are 
almost ready to open 
in as magnificent a 
success 
as 
could 
be 
desired. 
And 
they 
have 
accomplished 
it all 
without 
a 
tithe 
of the noise that was made rn getting up those 
failures. Which shows how much more can be 
expected of 6uch an undertaking when it is in the 
bands of an association of business men, who 
know its value and importance, than when the 
attempt is made to ride it into operation on a 
popular boom. 
The Foreign Exhibition will undoubtedly have 
the most stimulating effect upon our trade with 
the countries there represented. It is impossible 
to exaggerate the importance of such an exposition 
as this. It should be visited and studied by people 
la all kinds of business. Manufacturers get new 
Ideas, demands for new products and new methods 
of producing are called into being, new industries 
spring up, and the methods of old ones are 
changed and Improved. 
Moro Intimate relations 
with foreign countries are established, the market 
for their products is enlarged, and there results 
the educating and developing process of a keener 
competition wltl£ foreign manufactures. 
But 
even more Important than this is the oppor­ 
tunity 
that 
is 
given 
by 
the 
closer 
relations of enlarging our own foreign trade. The 
exhibition will afford to business men a most Im­ 
portant means of learning the wants of these 
countries and of opening a market for their own 
products. 
Tile Institute Fair will perform the same offices 
on a smaller scale to the residents of our own 
country, and will make for our visitors from 
abroad a comprehensive showing of our resources. 
The exhibits from the West and South are unusu­ 
ally full. Those of the latter will show a wonder­ 
ful progress in agriculture aud manufactures. 
Those who visit this exhibition will come away with 
broader and more accurate ideas of the growth 
aud conditions of the country. People in all kinds 
of business and from all pflrts of the country can­ 
not do better than to pay a visit to Boston while 
these exhibitions are open. The city will offer 
ample hospitalities, and there is not a pleasanter 
month in the year in which to visit this corner of 
New England. 


The three days’ German festival that has Just 
concluded In New York ought to teach our ner­ 
vous Americans something in the art of enjoyment.

can to imitate. Think of a company of American 
business men leaving their business aud staying 
quietly and contentedly three days at a plcnicl 
They aright send their wives aud children at 


first wiiii Hr-promise mal they wou.U try to get 
off Hie afternoon of the last day and see the wind 
up of the affair. The German’s idea of enjoy­ 
ment Is not complete unless Ills whole family lls 
there and they have plenty of time In which to 
take it all in without hurrying. In both which 
respects the American might be wise and imitate. 


T H E T A R IF F . 


Many honestly believe that the tariff should not 
be revised, that it should be let alone for the pres­ 
ent at least; but they do nor slop to consider that 
the revenues of the government,with all Its wasteful 
expenditures of river and bai bor appropriations, 
star route contiacts, contracts on public build­ 
ings, to say nothing of other w astes too numerous 
to mention, are from $100,000,000 to $150,000,- 
000 more than its expenses, and would be still 
larger under an honest and economical adminis­ 
tration of its affairs. 
The welfare of the country will not permit the 
taxing of the people to hoard money in the treas­ 
ury, and, so far as duties are assessed on the 
necessaries of life, the laboring luau with a family 
pays as much and very largely more In proportion 
to his means as the rich; in fact, all taxes are paid 
by labor, and to this time the reduction of the 
amount In the treasury has been remedied by pay­ 
ing the government bonds ti at could be called In, 
but this disposition of the surplus will avail 
but a short time longer, as there are now 
outstanding 
but a little 
over 
$300,000,000 
that can be called in, ana the banks want these to 
secure their bibs of circulation, and are already 
seriously cramped for those already called In, and 
forced to pay high premiums for time bonds to 
replace the bonds called for by the government or 
give up their circulation, which many are doing, 
causing a contraction of the currency, which, as it 
progresses, will result in seriously depressing 
properly of ail kinds, checking business, conse­ 
quently stopping our manufacturing Interests for 
the time being, which throws labor out of employ­ 
ment aud brings distress and misery upon whole 
communities. 
Therefore the tariff must of necessity be revised 
or something must be done to deplete the treasury. 
The Republican State Convention, recently held 
In Pennsylvania, propose to have the surplus rev­ 
enue divided among the States, keeping the pres­ 
ent taxes on the whole people to protect a few to 
enable them to give employment to the masses. 
This Is the Hamiltonian principle of govern­ 
ment ; legislate for the rich and the rich will take 
care of the poor; and how far this theory of gov­ 
ernment is correct is exemplified in the numerous 
labor strikes, that of the telegraph operators 
being the most recent example. Every strike 
which falls makes the next strike so much the 
more difficult, aud binds still stronger the masses 
in chains to the monopolists, The proposition to 
tax the people to divide it again among the people 
is unique. How much would disappear in the pro­ 
cess of division it is of no use to speculate upon 
now. 
For the reasons given, whether we desire it or 
not, the tariff will have to be revised; it is a mat­ 
ter of actual necessity, and any party in opposition 
to a revision of the tariff will be swept away like 
chaff before the wind; but, in revising the tariff, 
there can be an honest difference in opinion as to 
the best manner of doing it—whether to increase 
the free list and a moderate reduction of duties on 
manufactured articles, or no Increase of the free 
list and a larger reduction of duties on other 
articles, will ne 
decided 
by Congress, and 
they 
will 
heed 
the 
voice 
of 
the 
people 
as 
expressed at 
the 
polls, 
whose 
secants they are. It is an utter impossibility to 
keep up the war rates of taxation at tile present 
time. Circumstances compel a change even lf it 
be against our wishes, aud all those whose Inter­ 
ests are affected by a change In the tariff should 
govern themselves accordingly. It is of no use 
lo shut our eyes to the change of circumstances 
when the present tariff was made and now, and 
cry peace, peace, w hen there is no peace; the 
world moves, aud we must move with it, or cease 
to exist. 
__________________ 


H e n r y G e o r g e hasbeen giving his views before 
the Senate committee on education and labor to 
the extent of five hours per day of solid talking, 
in the character of the testimony it calls out the 
committee meanders about in a delightfully uncer­ 
tain way, listening one day to arguments in favor 
of government control of the telegraph, on another 
to the theory that there should be government In­ 
structors in cooking, and again, to Mr. G e o r g e ’s 
belief that there should be government ownership 
of land. The directions of the committee as to 
what It should do were about as vague as they 
could be, and it is following them out to the 
letter. All the cranks are being given an Impartial 
chance to ventilate their views for reforming the 
country, and to get them into print with the gov­ 
ernment for a publisher. It may be all right to 
publish Mr. G e o r g e ’s work, “Progress and 
Poverty,” at the public expense. It is a highly 
Interesting book and has been honored by much 
criticism. But can Senator Bl a ir tell how It will 
be of any particular benefit to make Uncle Sam 
the publisher, gratis, of all the hobbies of all the 
people who think they have a mission to reform 
the country? It may be all right for the govern­ 
ment to go Into the publishing business, but if It 
does, it ought to reserve the right of rejecting 
some things. But, Senator Bl a ir , draw the line 
somewhere, and make “Progress and Poverty” an 
outside limit. 


A curious coincidence comes from Fall River. 
When the game of the notorious quartet of swin­ 
dlers was up and W a l t e r P a in e ran away to Can­ 
ada,the Catholics bought his elegant residence,Into 
whose stately walls had gone the stolen earnings of 
widows and children, and made a convent of It. 
Now they have bought the home of 8. Angler 
Chace, and propose to turn it into an orphan 
asylum. The peaceful-faced nuns and the happy- 
eyed children will need to 
pray 
much and 
earnestly for the former owners of the buildings. 


The trial or F r a n k J a m es is under way In Mis­ 
souri, and already it Is generally believed by those 
on the spot that a verdict of guilty is out of the 
question and an acquittal possible. When he gave 
himself up to the authorities last year J a m es 
professed to be a reformed man. 
It is probable 
that his conn sel will use this statement greatly to 
his favor in Missouri, but in the East it doubtless 
would not have much effect. 
It Is time that there 
was less sentimentalism indulged in over murder 
trials. 


Thursday saw in New York a mammoth auction 
sale of cotton cloth—17,000,000 yards being sold 
at an average price of 25 per cent, below Its 
market value. The accumulation could not be 
disposed of in any ordinary way and the sale was 
a last resort. The result of over production, say 
some, but perhaps if we bad freer commercial in­ 
tercourse with other nations that use much cotton 
cloth the production would have been under 
Instead of over the demand. 


Perhaps the government officials who are junket­ 
ing about on government boats do not deserve 
quite so much censure after all. They are only 
helping Secretary Ch a n d l e r vindicate the navy, 
They are just pjoviug that It will float.

He advocates a property qualification 
for municipal suffrage, and adds that lf this, “the 
muddiest of our political fountains,” Is purified, 
“the broadening stream will flow more purely all 
I he way Into the most important departments of 
civil government.” And he thinks this is mainly to 
he done by restricting the suffrage. 
It is odd 
what a number pf good things Mr. K a sso n thinks 
will result from not allowing people to vote in mu­ 
nicipal affairs unless they have a certain amount 
of property. Ile says It would “promote temper­ 
ance, establish economy, uplift public honor, and 
restore public virtue to its rightful supremacy.” 
The Republican partyalwnys has had a great deal of 
faith In the power of money. But lf the Hon. Mr. 
K asson will look close,'he will find that the 
cities that have gotten tnt# the worst pecuniary 
difficulties have been those that have had a very 
nearly equal distribution of property. The city 
of Elizabeth, N. J., has had about as had an ex­ 
perience as Is possible, and yet It Is, or was, a 
city pre-eminently of wealthy and well-to-do peo­ 
ple. The ringsters and peculators aud corrup­ 
tionists from which other cities have suffered 
iiave been men who would not have been left out 
in the cold by a property qualification. Money 
may be the root of Republican success In elec­ 
tions, but it Is not the root of reform.

wi re said to be preparing to come down and clean 
out Hie troops. 
With regard to this latter threat, 
General Butler said that if they did come he 
thought he would take care of them wiih Hie 
troops at his coniinaud. His excellency said that 
It was his course at Annapolis that caused Gov­ 
ernor Andrew’s hatred toward him ever after­ 
ward. Governor Andrews’s relations with him, he 
said. were of the happiest nature until they dif­ 
fered somewhat over the latter’s methods oi gov­ 
ernment at Annapolis. To show this General But­ 
ler quoted the lollowing correspondence:

I hope the Hiller 
despatches, which are on their way from you, 
may 
show teasons why I should m ollify- my

In arms 
against Hie Federal 
Union is no longer to be regarded by our troops in 
a political, but solely iu a military point of view, 
and is to be coulcmplaied as one of the inherent 
weaknesses of the enemy, from the disastrous 
operations of which we are under no obligation of 
a military character to guard them, In order that 
they may be enabled to Improve the security which 
our antu would afford, so as to prosecute with 


more energy their traitorous snarks upon the 
Federal government and capital. 
The mode in 
which sueli outbreaks are to lie iv nsidercrt should 
depend entirely upon the loyal ,y or disloyalty 
of

and in the vicinity of Amiapo’is I canon this occa­ 
sion perceive no reason of military policy why a 
force summoned to the defence of tile Federal 
govt rnment, at this moment of alt otticrs, should 
lie offered to bo diverted from its limned! ite duty 
to help rebels wl o stand with arms in their hands 
obstructing Its progress toward the city of W ash­ 
ington.

The read­ 
ing of history, so familiar to your excellency, will 
tell you Hie bitterest cause of complaint which our 
fathers had against Great Britain in tin* war of 
the revolution was the arming by Hie British min­ 
istry cl the red men with Hie tomahawk aud the 
scalping knife against the women and children of 
Hie colonies, so that the phrase, “ May we not use 
all the 
means which God 
and 
nature have 
put iii our power to subjugate the colonies?” 
has pass- d into religion 
of 
hoarily against 
tim leader of that ministry who used it 
in 
Parliament. Shall history 
teach us In vain? 
Gould we justlly ourselves to ourselves, although 
w til arms in our h inds, amid the savage wildness 
of camp aud field, we may have blunted many of 
the liner moral sensibilities,iii letting loose 4,000,- 
000 of worse th.iu s ivages upou the homes and 
hearths of the South?

which it can administer to it.

Governor A ndrew s hatred toward me after he 
read that letter never ceased, and he never lost an 
opportunity to in jure me wherever lie could. 
Such was Ins hatred that he or some one lias taken 
p..ins to eliminate from the records of the execu­ 
tive all my correspondence with him prior to 
April 1 6 ,1 8 6 1 . 
I don’t know that Governor An­ 
drew did away with this correspondence, but some 
one did.

The sqtind tides 
were very sirong or they would have made quicker 
time. The tugs left St. John on August 7. 
While 
in that city they received a very cold reception, 
everybody being down on them OU account of tho 
business they were engaged in. 
There were bets 
freely made that they would never reach here, and 
hopes 
were 
freely 
expressed 
that 
the 
i att would go adrift before they cleared Grand 
Manan. 
The tow was In charge of Captain Sebas­ 
tian Ellis, whose brother, Cornelius C. Ellis, is the 
projector of the sohehie. 
C. C. Ellis is well 
known 
in 
New 
York, 
having 
at 
one 
time 
been 
harbor 
master. 
He is 
an old 
friend 
of 
Commodore Vanderbilt, 
and 
has 
been on intimate terms with some of Hie biggest 
liven in he country. John Roach is one of lits par­ 
ticular friends. 
There was little of Interest the 
first two days out, hut on the lo th inst. a foi 
came, but, after lasting two hours, cleared I 
lit av y e a ste rly w ind took its p lace, th e w aves 
b re a k in g o v er Hie ra ft to Hie h e ig h t of th irty -liv e 
feet a t tim es. 
T im tu g s w ere ah e ad of th e ra ft, 
tandem fashion, the Cyclops being astern the 
H v.land,with three 8-lnch hawsers leading to the 
raft. 
Suddenly Hie wind died, leaving a heaving 
swell on that would surge Hie raft ahead faster 
than the tugs were going, and then fall lido the 
trough 
of the sea, 
threatening to pull the 
bitts 
out 
of 
both 
vessels.

they put into Booth bay for a harbor.

Kila Jenkins started a little six- 
year old child for a doctor and died before the 
child ram m ed. The child was taken sick and 
died before supper. 
Three of tho remaining are 
in a critical condition. 
Tho physician adminis­ 
tered antidotes for arsenic poison. The wife of 
Price was also poisoned, ami she says her husband 
did the work, as he wanted to get ria of lier. 
Price pretended he was poisoned, but the physi­ 
cians decided otherwise, aud he was committed to 
jail on the charge of murder.

T h* Question W hether Compost I# K ent 
F olate or Personal Property. 
N o r w ic h, August 26— Au Important case has 
Just beeu tried before Justice Hugh King and a 
Justice Jury of six men in this city. It was the 
case of John D. Park against Beth Main of Pres­ 
ton, an action to recover $100 for fifteen loads of 
barnyard manure which Main drew away from the 
yard of the Park homestead, in Preston. 
Mr. 
Park Is the chief justice of the State of Connecti­ 
cut, residing in ibis city. 
Main owned half the 
Park homestead, and the chief Justice and a 
brother the rest at the time the manure was drawn 
away, which was In hist May: but the respective 
shares had not then been "set off” to the owners. 
The chief Justice claimed Hie compost as personal 
property, 
as he 
owned 
the 
stock 
on 
the 
farm, while Main’s claim was that it was real 
estate, a share of which he was entitled to on the 
ground of bls Joint ownership in Hie estate. 
A 
great crowd of farmers gathered at the hearing to 
learn whether compost Is personal property or real 
estate in law. 
To show' that the compost in ques­ 
tion was persotial properly tho plaintiff produced 
an exhibit in 
a box 
whose 
qualities 
indi­ 
cated that it came 
from a heap, and 
was 
not lying around loose in the yard as part 
of the real estate, while the defendant introduced 
another exhibit whose characteristics showed that 
it had not tile individuality of heaped up manure, 
but had formed a part of the unclassified fertiliz­ 
ing layer of the yard, and was, therefore, rear 
estate. Both oxnlolts were critically examined 
by tho jury. 
Two days were spent in the trial of 
the case, and the Jury disagreed. 
The lawsuit at­ 
li acted much attention on account of the elevated 
judicial position of the plaintiff. 
It is thought bv 
lawyers In town that the case will eventually reach 
the Sup.erne Court of Errors, where the chief jus­ 
tice will have it presented for his own Judicial 
consideration, as well as that of bis associates. 


Throw ing Tew ksbury In to the Shade. 
W h e e lin g . W. Va., a* .;ust 26— A special to 
the Register from Mouiiusvllle, W. Va., records a 
• rightful state of affairs at the Marshall county 
poorhouse. The advent of a new superintendent 
has developed abuses and cruelties of the most 
sickening character, and an investigating com­ 
mittee is loudly catted for. 
The infirmary is an 
old, dilapidated structure, far from weather-proof, 
containing nine 
rooms, of 
which only four, 
the sm allest iii Hie building, are devoted to the 
use of inmates. 
There are twentv-one inm ates— 
men, women and children, old and young, idiots, 
sick, aud cripph s—who are crowded Indiscrimi­ 
nately together in these rooms, eating and sleeping 
in the same apartements, regardless of age, sex or 
condition. 
Modesty is, of course, unknown, and 
t!;e most revolting enm ities and debaucheries are 
hinted at, which, if true, arc a disgrace to any 
civilized community. Citizens who maim to know 
assert that w’lieu the facts are known the recent 
Tewsbury developments will be thrown far in the 
shade.

POUNDING AT POET HUDSON. 


Desperate Assaults and Terrific 
Bombardments. 


Fighting So Cool and So Close At Rand as to 
Be Almost Like Duelling. 
• 


Brave Men Rushing on to Death at the 
Word of Command. 


(Detroit Free Press.) 
F o rt Hudson Is on a high bluff on the east h a rk 
Of the M ississippi. Ten years ago it was In a 
sharp bend of the stream . 
Today It is virtually 
an inland town. 
W here the Federal gnn-boats 
found tw enty feet of w ater in the last days of the 
w ar, one now finds mat sh and bog. 
To hold V icksburg it was deem ed necessary to 
hold Fort H udson. Pem berton provisioned both 
for a siege, and the earthw orks at the la tte r place 
w ere in som e re sp ects stronger th an a t V icksburg. 
o T h e Investm ent of Fort H udson was deem ed 
com plete on May 2 4 ,1 8 0 3 . 
Banks w as up with 
h ts whole arm y, and Farragvtt’s fleet of ten vessels 
had taken positions from which they could pitch 
shot and shell Into the C onfederate fortifications. 
G eneral G ardner, the C onfederate com m ander, 
had th ai sam e personal determ ination which char­ 
acterized Pem berton, and when the Federal arm y 
and navy approached the defences were com plete, 
the place provisioned and the garrison in good 
spirits. 
From the 24th to tile 27tli the Federal fleet 
m aintained an alm ost continuous bom bardm ent, 
and from th e l i t h or 12th to the same date there 
was more or less skirm ishing betw een the in­ 
fantry. 
On the 27th a lint fire w as opened on Hie Con­ 
federate w orks from every piece of Federal artil­ 
lery which could be brought to bear, w hether 
on land or w ater. This was the prelude to a 
general assault. 
B anks reasoned the sam e as 
G rant. 
Au 
assault 
before tho C onfederates 
had 
tim e 
to 
settle 
down 
for 
a 
siege 
w as 
m ore 
likely 
to 
b reak 
through 
the 
lines. 
A fter the artillery fire had continued for 
several 
hours 
the 
Federal 
light advanced. 
B anks contended that his orders w ere for both 
w ings and centre to advance a t the sam e time, 
but 
Through Rome Ml»nnder»tan<lln* 
only the right moved out. 
T he C onfederates were 
posted on strong ground and behlud field-works, 
and where breastw orks w ere not otherw ise de­ 
fended an ab attis had been prepared. The Federal 
advance was obstructed by swamp, thicket, ravlno 
and creek, and every foot of ground was Artly 
contested 
For three or four nours the right of 
Batiks was In a situat ion to be opposed by the en­ 
tire Confederate arm y, and its advance had been 
cheeked when the left and centre finally moved 
up and assaulted. 
The orders from G eneral G ardner w ere to hold 
the fidd-w orkstit every co m , and they were closely 
obeyed. 
At V icksburg every yard of the lines had 
to be approached by duvet assault. 
A t P ort H ud­ 
son certain positions could be and w ere flanked 
aud taken, but alw ays a t .terrible cost. 
Con­ 
federates lying safely behind earthw orks coolly 
w aited until tile assaulting colum n reached the 
ab attis, aud then each man had only to select hts 
targ et. 
Again, win n tile colored troops charged 
upon the batteries, flanked by rifle-pits and sup­ 
ported by cholee troops, com panies w ere cut to 
pieces a t a single volley. 
••To show you w hat cool and desperate fighting It 
w a s,” sayR ii C onfederate, " I had at least twenty- 
five shots a t Federals not over 200 feet aw ay. 
In 
one instance I tired upon a Federal lieutenant who 
w as encouraging bis men to tear aw ay the a b aft* . 
I wounded him In the left arm . 
He fired at me 
with his revolver and sent a b u lle t'.brough my 
cap. 
Next tim e 
I H it Him in the n ip an# H e Fell, 
but while I was reloading he raised him self up and 
shot the man next to me on the left through the 
head. 
The officer was so close to me th at I could 
tell the color of bis eyes and detect a sm all scar 
on his face. 
A fter Hie fight I saw him taken aw ay 
by the F ederals to be buried, and he had been 
struck by seven or eight bullets. 
One negro who 
escaped the volley th at shattered hts command 
drove right lit am ong us a t charge bayonets, and 
he not only refused to surrender but pricked two 
of our men and broke his gun over the head of a 
third before we dew lied him .” 
As the F ederal left and centre moved to Hie 
attack . F arrag u t redoubh d his lire against the 
river side of the m ain fortifications. One, to listen 
to such a bom bardm ent as he gave P o rt H udson, 
would feel obliged to believe th a t walls of earth 
thirty 
feet 
thick 
m ust 
be 
battered 
down, 
and th at troops in garrison would he blotted 
out to the last m an. 
If one m ilitary genius 
brings 
forth 
a 
uew engine 
of 
destruction, 
another 
m ilitary 
genius 
brings fortli a de­ 
fence to offset it. 
W alls of earth render shot 
and shell less dangerous than bullets. Bomb- 
proofs offset Hie \vork of m ortars. 
And so It was 
th a t although F arrag u t pitched his heaviest mis­ 
siles into Hie w orks, and seem ed to be wiping 
them off Hie face of Hie earth , the dam age in­ 
flicted was Hilling. A gun or tw o was dism ounted, 
half a dozen men killed or w ounded, and the 
w orks needed slight repairs. 
It is the bullet 
which tells in war. 
It seeks its targ et on tile 
plcket-post—on the skirm ish line—on tho raid— 
along the rifle-pits and bi easi works. 
The m usket 
is never silent. 
It is a slow cancer 
Katina A w ay at the L ife of an Enem y. 
It seeks him out in the ravine—it discovers him in 
the thicket—it gives him no re st on the plain. 
A rtillery roars and flashes, and Its m issiles scream 
and terrify, but the ponderous shot falls wide of 
its target or digs its own grave in the soil. 
Step by step the C onfederates were forced back, 
and as night cam e Hie en tire garrison w as w ithin 
Hie defences proper. Every field defence had been 
captured, and tint Federal arm y bud won a vic­ 
tory. 
iii the excitem ent of the last charge the 
front lines were carried alm ost to Hie ditches, au d 
desperate Individuals even crossed the iii and were 
killed as they pulled them selves up the slopes. 
B anks was loo siroug for G ardner In the field. 
Now It was to be shown Hint G ardner, driven 
w ithin his shell, was too strong tor Banks. 
He 
had Hie short line, and an assau lt upon his In­ 
terior works m eant repulse 
every tim e. 
He 
proved t(tis before dark bv a sally aud an artillery 
fire which caught the F ederal left wiug iu flauk 
and w hirled it back a mile. 
From May 27 to Ju n e l l B anks was preparing 
for a siege, or continuing a siege p r a c t i c a l be­ 
gun with Ins first assault. 
Day after day ana 
night afterB ight Fort H udson was under Hie fire 
of Hie fleet and land force, and so close was the 
investm ent m at only one courier out of seven 
sent out passed the F ederal lines, and he with a 
bullet in his shoulder. Bays a m em ber of the 
g arriso n : 
••One can get used to alm ost anything. A fter 
the first two or three day we took the bom bard­ 
ment as j a rt of the regular routine. 
Pieces of 
shell were continually flying about, and It was the 
regular tiling lur a bomb to drop down am ongst us 
a t intervals. 
I have seen them come down within 
tw enty lect of a sentinel aud throw up a wagon* 
lo.ut of d irt w ithout his even turnlug his head. 
Vie nad 
B ut Few Men Hurt by the A rtillery Fire. 
I do not believe we averaged one m an bit for 
every thousand pounds of m etal throw n. 
I re­ 
m em ber th a t I one day counted thirteen slrells 
aud bom bs hurled a t Hie spot w here I was posted 
before we had a m an h u rt, and lie was only 
slightly wounded. 
On the contrary, our best 
m arksm en w ere called to the front as sharpshoot­ 
ers. and I have know n one m an lo kill or disable 
lour or five Federals w ithout having w asted a bul­ 
let. 
I would sooner be penned up in a fort and 
bom barded then to stand vidette.” 
Banks determ ined up,ou a second assau lt In or­ 
der to Intrench him seli n earer Hie confederate 
w orks aud be able to sap aud m iue. The en ter­ 
prise was kept a profound secret In order th a t Uie 
a n ack might be surprise, and when, a t I o’clock 
in Hie m orning, Hie various troops w ere quietly 
roused out of their sleep aud preparations entered 
into for Hie assault, but lew suspected w hat was 
to come. 
Tho assault was m ade Just as night was giving 
way to daybreak, and it caught hundreds of Con­ 
federates sound asleep. 
F or tile first quarter ot 
an hour success seemed certain, but theu the 
works w ere Hilly manned aud such squads of 
F ederals as had entered them were made prison­ 
ers or wiped out. 
T here were m utterings about 
m istakes and blunders and delays in bringing for 
w ard supports, but no chaiges w ere ever made 
and no one was officially censured. 
Banks bas been censured for the th ird assault 
m ade upon the 14th. 
E vents proved th a t he Had 
no accurate knowledge of the ground .along most 
of his front, and th at he was greatly decided in 
Lls estim ate of the strength o f the Confederate 
w orks. Ills defenders, however, point to G rant's 
approval of Hie course taken. 
T ee preparations 
necessary for a general assault 
B etrayed the H ovrm rnt to th* 
Confed­ 
erates, 
and when the blow cam e they w ere prepared tor 
it. 
T he plan of assau lt was carefully arranged, and 
all the details sharply looked to. T here was Dot a 
regim ent or com pany which did not understand 
exactly w hat would be expected of It uud6r all 
circum stances. 
The point selected for the attack was an angle 
nearest Hie F ederal lines. 
The approach to It w as 
sheltered to a point w ithin about 800 yards, ana 
the plan was for a sudden dash across the open 
ground. 
W hen the tim e cam e for this the ground 
was found to be broken aud rocky, full of holes 
and ravines, and much of the surface covered 
w ith creeping blackberry vines. T he plan called 


for an assault to th e right and left of the angle as 
well. but success was expected only In the centre. 
A cting under the belief th a t the ditches could be 
gained w ithout trouble, a recipient was detailed 
to carry bag* of cotton to Ail them up and m ake a 
way over. 
A nother was supplied with baud* 
grenades, to be throw n over the parapet, and t" o 
or three others were to act a s sharpshooters and 
prevent the Confederate artillerists from w orking 
their guns. 
, , 
, 
. 
„ 
“ We w ere called up about 2 o c ock In the 
m orning to 
rn ako ready for the expected a t­ 
ta c k ,” exclaim ed a Confederate officer. 
« o 
knew the point aimed at. and long enough before 
a move was m ade we were ready for it.” 
T he Federals found this to be Hie ease when 
they broke cover in Hie gray of m o rn 'an a rushed 
to the assault. 
A desolating fire was opened as 
soon as the first man appeared in sight, and this 
action resulted in more or less confusion. 
M o ra 
th a n H a lf th e 
B k lr m lih e n W e r e 
W ip e d O u t 
as they w ent forward at a run, and w hen the 
colum ns cam e up It was rendered plain in a mo­ 
m ent th ai success was out of the question. The 
ditches w ere deeper than anticipated, and not 
m ore than tw o-thirds of the hand-grenades w ere 
brought up. Of those throw n not one in ten ex­ 
ploded as desired. The C onfederate officer quoted 
above said of Hie rush: 
“ They wi re brave men to come on as they did. 
They m ust have realized that it w as death to rush 
at the angle, prepared as we w ere, and yet Hu y 
pressed forw ard w ithout urging. 
Such of the 
hand-grenades as cam e Into our works 
were 
picked up and tossed back, and I believe they 
created as much destruction as our bullets. 
H ie 
F ederals seemed to have reasoned th a t once in 
the ditches they would be safe, but we had p re­ 
pared them w ith a view of an enfilading fire, and it 
w as a slaugh A r pen for su d ! as took til* the po- 
sltlon. 
There was desperate fighting beforo th e Fed­ 
erals worn0 give back, 
The attack s to right and 
left met with the sam e obstinate resistance, and 
a le n g th the fight ended tit Hie repulse of Hic 
assailants. The Federal lines had been advanced, 
but th at advantage was offset by Hie slaughter of 
nearly a thousand m en.” 
Oji the right ami right e eu y e the ground was 
open, and sifter the fight any w ounded man who 
raised a hand was sure to receive a bullet. 
In 
deed, many of them were killed w here they lay. 
and some W ere alm ost riddled. 
Those lying in 
the obi Colton field were forced to rem ain on 
their hacks in the bolling hot sun for seven 01- 
eight hours, the bullets plowing the earth around 
Hit in, and their sufferings so g reat th a t num bers • 
of them, rendered frantic, 
R o u e to T h e ir F e e t a n d w e re S h o t B o w n . 
E very wounded m an who lay there was fly-blown, 
and when d arkness fam e there was no attem pt to 
rem ove any but those n earest the Federal lines. 
D uring the first night the confederates could not 
sleep for the w alls and groans of the badly 
wounded still lying there. A t Hie end of the third 
day, tho dead still covering the ground, G eneral 
G ardner asked Banks to rem ove them. 
B anks 
passed the m atter over to A ugur,and A ugur carried 
aw ay nearly 
800 half-putrid bodies. 
A t other 
points the bodies of Federal soldiers rem ained 
w h ile they fell and were buried only after the 
surrender. 
A ttem pts have been made to excuse 
th is horrible neglect on the ground th at theC an- 
fcderates m aintained a m alicious fire across Oil­ 
fields w here the dead and wounded lay, hut It wall 
be rem em bered th at it was G eneral G ardner who 
sent the first flag of truce and the first request 
th at the victim s should be taken care of. 
The third assault was the last made. Banks was 
now satisfied tHat P o rt H ud?bn would yield only 
to a si ce, and lie erected new b atteries and began 
a steady- pounding away, which had its expected 
results. 
He put his m iners aud sappers at work 
as well, turned a part of his arm y Into sharp­ 
shooters—and 
long 
enough 
before July was

side by hand. 
Mining and counterm ining were 
going on, and sorties by small bands of desperate 
men were of frequent occurrence, 
G ardner, Uke Pem berton, was holding out In 
hopes of some movement by Johnston or Taylor, 
but It was a vain hope. On the night of the 7th 
news was received of the surrender of V icksburg. 
This was the death-blow to G ardner’s hopes, and 
o u tlie nth a full surrender was made, and I'o rt 
H udson occupied by the Federals.

T his is the season of the year made sacred by 
old JournalisUc tradition to the appearance of the 
wild m an. 
T here Is no m ore stable American 
Institution than the wild m an. T h at year should 
be m arked with a black page In our history th at 
falls to w itness the advent of the wild man. 
No 
such year has yet arrived. 
T he question of Hie 
presidential succession ban trem bled in the bal­ 
ance ; we have had years of alienation, active and 
unhealthy, from our Southern brothers; strange 
periods of change and disturbance have come to 
our voung republic; but never yet has the season 
for the wild m an corno around without the w ild 
man. 
Always prom pt, alw ays on hand a t the 
proper time, he would be a valuable addition to 
any distrlet telegraph m essenger corps. 
The wild m an's favorite h ab itat is the w oods OI 
T ennessee; but some ot him has been found in 
W est V irginia, and a few have been know n to 
affect Pennsylvania. Our own dear Em pire State 
lias made a praisew orthy though futile attem p t at 
the production of a wild m an. Cold arid imagina­ 
tive New England Has failed in her d u ty -in Hie 
m atter of wild men, although the Concord School 
of Philosophy has raised some hopes iii the breasts 
of those who would fain see the oui Common 
w ealth of M assachusetts show up a specim en th at 
would outshine the best that the fertile South 
could do. 
The wild m an Is usually discovered by berry­ 
picker*. W hen they see him they drop their tin 
cans, their jug of sw lichel and their self-posses­ 
sion and rush m adly from the berried field, leav­ 
ing behind them a broad sw ath of hair-pins aud 
sunbonnets. 
Then the men of the neighborhood arm them ­ 
selves with shot-guns of the pattern of 1813 and 
several Jugs of whiskey, and blurt out iii pursuit 
of Hie m onster. The only fru it of th eir chase, lf 
It may lie spoken of as fruit, Is usually a ut a t col­ 
lection of reptilla, m ostly of th e kind th a t are 
known to frequent the hum an boot. 
Tnen comes a lull, during which the public 
mind rem ains In a state < f gloomy suspense, 
mixed with feverish anticipation and punctuated 
with incredulity. T hen two men who tcel th at 
they have a special and sacred call for Hie m irac­ 
ulous go out into the woods after chipm unks and 
casually encounter the wild m an, who drives 
them from his sylv rn lair with a fence-ratl. 
A tter this the wild man Is generally wr apped in 
obscurity, and right-m inded people, as a rule, 
approvc'of this endeavor to supply the deficien­ 
cies of his toilette. 
But of late it lias been held tire proper thing to 
capture your wild man. 
This Is a difficult and 
dangerous undertaking. No* because of any in­ 
juries widen the wild man m ight inflict upon his 
pursuers during the process of capture, b u t be­ 
cause of the extrem e aw kw arkuess of disposing of 
your wild m an after you have caught him. 
Ob­ 
viously, the {'roper thing is to scil him to a 
m useum ; hut it is equally obvious that this is im­ 
possible. 
The sale cannot be consum m ated w ith­ 
out Hie delivery of the wild m an. 
No m useum 
yet recorded iii the returns will accept 
tho 
new spaper account of tho capture 
of a wild 
man for the wild man himself. 
The patrons of a 
lirst-class m useum would not like the substitution. 
You cannot poke a new spaper account lit the ribs 
w ith um brellas, or test Its linguistic pow ers with 
scraps of bad French. 
H ie latest wild Titan caught this season spoke 
G erm an. 
F'rom this it is ipfen*d th a t he was 
originally a m isguided m usician wiio lost his in­ 
terest in the world through an unwise attem pt to 
w ork out a theory reconciling W agner aud tile

Jo h n B urroughs describes in the Septem ber 
C entury “ The Tragedies of Hie N ests,” and com­ 
m ends the shrew dness of the bobolink: “ lr I 
were a bird.” he says, “ In building my nest I 
should follow the exam ple of the bobolink, placing 
it in the midst of a broad meadow, w here there 
was no g ra-s, or flower, or grow th unlike another 
to m ark Its site. 
I judge th a t the bobolink escapes 
the dangers to which I have adverted as few o r no 
other birds do. 
Unless the. m ow ers come along ai 
an earlier date than she has anticipated, th a t Is, 
before Ju ly I, or a skunk goes nosing through the 
grass, Which is unusual, slit* is as safe as bird well 
can be in Hie great open of nature. 
She selects 
the most m onotonous and uniform place she can 
find am id Hie daisies or the tim othy and clover, 
aud places her sim ple structure upon the ground in 
the m idst of it. 
T here is no concealm ent, except 
as the g reat conceals the little, as the d esert con­ 
ceals the pebble, 
as the m yriad conceals the 
unit. You m ay find Hie nest once, if your course 
chances to lead you across it and your'eye Is quick 
enough to note the silent brown bird as she darts 
swift y aw ay; but step three ra c es In Hie wrong 
direction, and your search will probably be fru it­

Persons who do not wish to have a tidy squaro 
foot in the-lr gardens cannot do b etter than lo keep 
a few fowls, says an English essayist, for the com­ 
mon or farm yard lien has deeply-rooted scientific 
tendencies, which are alw ays prom pllng hor to 
Investigate the upper three inches of the stra ta of 
the earth and tho roots of flowering plants. 
Hens 
also 
conduce to friendly relations w ith the 
neighbors. 
Those 
persons, 
on 
tho 
other 
hand, 
who 
p refer 
a 
regular 
supply 
of 
eggs 
will 
deal 
w ith 
the 
local 
egg 
m er­ 
chant, 
and 
the 
philosophical 
acquaintance 
thus acquired wlUi the different varieties of the 
common egg will am ply com pensate for the loss of 
the other advantages. 
Eggs are com m ercially 
divided, according to a descending scale of m erit, 
Into the “ new-laid egg,” the “ fresh egg,” the 
“ breakfast egg,” tho “ cooking egg,” and “ the 
egg,” and Hie less said about the last th e better, 
for its flavor is generally quite strong enough to 
stand upon its own dem erits. 
D arw in, In his own inim itable m anner, has de­ 
voted an argum ent, as inordinately long as the 
cock’s own tail-feathers, to proving the antiquity 
of our breeds of fowls. Ile need hardly have taken 
the trouble; for, though the Old T estam ent never 
m entions the dom esticated fowl, every ehild know s

turies of dom estication have produced a poor 
result. 
Tho H en I* • t ill an Incurable Idiot. 
H er everyday behavior is a slur upon nature. Sho 
reconnoitres the neighbors’ cabbages with tele­ 
scopic neck, in everlasting expectation th a t some 
terrific enem y Is about to rush out upon her. 
She, 
executes Intricate strateg ical m ovem ents around 
Hie em pty dog kennel, full to her of horrid bark­ 
ing and grow ling possibilities; but when the flog 
retu rn s she Is generally asleep inside, and bolts 
out like a cannon hall, "all feathers and flurry.” 
Hhc excavates dust-baths iu Hie middle of the road, 
and only avoids being run over by a series of 
m iraculous 
evanishm ents. 
Finally, she 
loses 
her way in the kuchen garden, clucking w ofully; 
whence, nevertheless, it tak- s two women and a 
boy, w ith a busiiel of stones and a broom , to eject 
her. 
N or ts it only in these com paratively thrilling 
r pinones of lier dally life that a hen’s behaviour is 
open to objection. Each egg th at she lays appears 
to strik e lier as some alarm ing novelty; for. after 
going into retirem ent for a while in the morning, 
she fs suddenly heard from Hie interior of the fowl- 
house announcing, with loud and hurried lam enta- 
tlon.thnt "there! is! some! thing! in! the n est!” H er 
com panions appreciate the 
situation, 
having 
often, good souls, made Hie sam e discovery them ­ 
selves, and U;ey sh o u to u t of pure sym pathy, until 
a t last the rooster—he has gone through the same 
tarce several tim es it day for several years—ra s e s 
Ills crazy voice aloud and expresses his concern, 
nay his astonishm ent and regret, th at such un 
accident should have befallen their w ell-regulated 
fowl house. 
M oreover, Hie tum ult Is not confined 
to the family concerned, but catches front yard to 
yard, and spreads to every hom estead w ithin h ear­ 
ing, till a tla s! 
T he W hole T illa g e I* in an U proar. 
Then the thrifty housew ife th ru sts lier head out 
of doors in order to grasp the situation in ail its 
com plicated 
bearings, 
and 
opines, correctly 
enough, th a t the old gray hen has laid another 
egg. 
Now, if the old gray hen had laid a cocka­ 
trice instead of an egg, this unseem ly clam or 
would have been excusable, lf pitched In a lower 
k ey ; for cockatrices are scarce, and. as old 
authors aver, can "only he hatched by hissing 
seri-euts from a * co ck e’s eg g :” and It would 
be a cruel 
slander 
upon 
the 
grey 
hen’s 
reputation to im agine her guilty of forgetting lier 
sex so far as to lay a "cock’s egg.” T here would 
be some excuse for her. on the other hand, lf she 
reserved her shouts for the appearance of a cen- 
tenlne egg, for fuwis are said to share our hum an 
passion for centenaries, and m ark the festive occa­ 
sion of laying ouch hundredth egg by the produc­

These 
are

A t 
other 
tim es 
hens 
trifle

proprieties by 
laying an egg with a double shell, or, witli feigned 
generosity, cram two yolks into one shell 
On 
these occasions a little cackling would do no harm . 
B ut, as a m atter of fact, Hie egg in question is 
only an ordinary breakfast egg w ithout any points 
about It different from other eggs. 
Its n atu re or 
appearance m akes no m anner of difference. The 
tact alone is sufficient to send the farm yard into 
fits, for liens argue, as they walk. ta a straddling, 
Inconsequential m anner, and pin (heir faith to Hie 
doctrine of chances. Flaying laid an egg yester­ 
day, and an egg Hie day before, the w orthy fowl 
expects som ething else today, and expresses her 
disappointm ent a t the top of h er voice and the 
rest jotn in because, 
A s A i-le n iu * Wart! Said, “W o Is Catching.” 
Still, after such an unnecessary display of feel­ 
ing, the anchoress of the egg, and the farm yard 
generally, m ight be expected to take some interest 
in its future. 
N ot so, how ever; for next m orning 
on returning to the n est for h er constitutional ex­ 
citem ent Hie old grey hen is quite satisfied to find 
the box of straw em pty, or tenanted only by some 
china deception, a half-l rlck or a brass door- 
l audio. 
This indifference to her offspring at the 
tim e w hen they are w eakest—for w hat could be 
more helpless m an an egg?—though m orally rep- 
rtlieuslblc,

bankivus. The ancestors of our fnrm yard imbe­ 
ciles were once wild birds of India, w ith all the 
intense devotion of wild things for th eir dom estic 
arrangem ents ; but now a score of hens will sol­ 
emnly use the sumo receptacle for the sam e pur­ 
pose every day, w ithout ouee stopping to inquire 
w hy the nest never gets full or who has been 
guilty of th a t china fraud. 
By centuries of cul­ 
tu re we have reduced the row! to the level of a 
m echanical appliance regularly em ployed with 
Hie saucepan iii Hie production of bolled eggs for 
b reak fast; and w ith the new light which has 
recently 
been 
thiow u 
upon 
the theory of 
evolution, there m ay be fu rth er trium phs in store. 
T he capture of a red lobster h as already been re­ 
corded, and tho hens of the future m ay even be 
tau g h t to lay eggs ready boiled, 
“ lf it were 
desirable.” said tim editor of the Field, “ a hopping 
breed i f fowls could be established.” B ut. though 
the ordinary gait of a fowl has been described as

The Singular Vocabulary T hat is in Use 
B e h in d th e S c e n e * in th e T h e a tr e . 
"T h e stage bas a language of Its ow n,” said a 
stage carpolite! to a reporter who stood upon the 
hoards of one of the principal New Y ork theatres. 
“ W ords have m eanings w ith us th a t are unknow n 
to any o th er trad e or art. 
I couldn’t begin to 
cive you a com plete list, but I will m ention a few 
In my depai tm ent. 
In addition to these the prop­ 
erty m an has his words, and so have the actors, 
tho costum ers, the w igm akers, the gasm en and the 
d ram atists. 
“ E ach of the various pieces of scenery M s a 
distinct nam e. 
Tho back scene, when m ace In 
tw o pieces, rolb-d on from either side, Is called 
t h e ‘flats’ ; when it is in one, and raised or low­ 
ered from above, it is called a ‘drop.’ The n ar­ 
row side scenes are ‘wings.’ 
Inclined platform s 
arc called ‘ru n s’; these are used in m ountain 
scenes and for tho horse iii ‘M azeppa.’ and sim ilar 
purposes. 
Small painted fram es to hide th* run* 
arc know n as ‘m asking pieces.’ 
W hen a room Is 
set w ith solid w alls instead of w in g s.it Is a ’box 
scene.’ Those arched pieces of canvas over your 
head are ‘sky borders.’ 
The space over the stage 
Is know n as a ‘rigging loft,’ though iD England It 
is m ore generally term ed a ‘gridiron.’ Toe gallery 
running round tile stage, whence all the ropes are 
w orked, is nam ed the ‘Hies.’ 
T h at continuation 
of it th ere w here the artist is a t w ork Is called the 
’paint bridge.’ 
It is m ade to raise and lower, and 
so is bls Im m ense easel, know n as a ‘p aiu l fram e.’ 
T h e s e H o le* In th e S ta * e a r e T r a p * , 
and tn e space underneath is the ‘tra p cellar. 
Some of the trap s are made w ith springs to shoot 
a person up quickly In pantom im e or spectacular 
pieces. They are then called ‘sta r’ or ‘vam pire 
tra p s.’ 
Those strips of wood below the flies into 
w hich the scenes slide are called ‘grooves,’ and 
each division of a groove is a ‘cut.’ T h e space be­ 
tw een each set of grooves Is an ‘entran ce.’ These 
two handsom ely painted wings ne r the prosce­ 
nium arch, and which usually rem ain on the stage 
no m atter w hat the scene, are called ‘torm enters ; 
w hy I don’t know, except it may lie th a t tile au­ 
dience gets w earied of alw ay s seeing them . 
"O bserve these narrow grooves in the stage, 
dow n which scenes may he made to disappear. 
T hey are ‘sin k s,’ and the hoards th a t cover them 
are ‘sliders.’ 
To Dolci un pieces of scenery we use 
these poles with auglc irons, called braces. To 
fasten tin rn to the stage are these cork-screw -like 
things term ed ‘screw-eves.’ Tills is the ‘prom pt 
side.’ or side w here the prom pter stands, and the 
other is t h e ‘o. p ,’ o r 'opposite prom pt.’ 
H ere Is 
a -moon box,’ which moves up and down with the 
calcium light rej resenting th at lum inary. 
This 
sheet or 
lion Is 
term ed 
the ‘thunder drum .’ 
Full th a t string and you shake up a barrel of peas, 
w hich m akes Hie sound of rain, and winch is 
called H ie 'rain-liox.’ Turn th a t handle and th is - 
gigantic rattle m akes a noise like breaking wood. 
Ii is a ‘crash ,’ a: d is used to m ake Hie sound of 
bursting doors or falling buildings. 
A gainst the 
w ail is a ‘call-box,’ where the ‘calls’ or notices of 
reh earsals are posted. 
T h at piece of canvas 
painted like w ater, and which while lying on the 
stage is shaken from tho entrances, is a “ sea- 
cloth.’ Those painted strips of m uslin are ‘gauze 
w aters’ ; they w ere used in the cave scene of the 
“Colleen Baw n.” 
“ T o P u t a F la y ob I* to 'M ount* I t. 
T o m ount It cheaply is to ‘fake’ It. A ‘full set’ is 
a sceue occupying all the stage. 
A ‘carp en ter’s 
scene’ Is set in the first grooves to fill tim e while 
o th er scenes are being set. 
To ‘strik e ’ Is to move 
a scene from the stage. A stage hand Is a ‘grip.’ 
T his wheel covered with foil w orking behind slats 
In the scone Is a ’ripple barrel.’ It gives the effeci 
of m oonlight 
on 
the 
w ater. 
These 
w ings 
cut in fancy shapes on the edge are ‘piofllod.’ 
T his 
m ass 
of 
gas 
burners 
is 
a 
‘hunch 
lig h t;’ it can be moved to any p art of the st ge. 
T he curtain is called the ‘rag,’ and th e handsom e 
one used bel ween ihe acts is t h e ‘act drop.” 
My 
instructions from the author are called a ‘scene 
plot,’ and w here I store my scenes Is a ‘dock.’ 
“ I suppose I can ’t call to mind now half the 
things th a t even we carpenters have special nam es 
for. 
If you w ere to go through all the different 
branches*of the profession you’d got w ords enough 
to sta rt a new language.”

B ird o f the M erry H eart—T he " J o lly Mood 
F ellow of Hi* H ind.” 
H e is, p a r excellence, the bird of the m erry 
h eart, w rites Bradford T orrey in the A tlantic. 
T here is a notion current, to bo sure, th a t ail birds 
are m e rry ; bu t th a t is one of those second-hand 
opinions which a man who begins to observe for 
him self soon finds it n e essary to give up. 
W ith 
m any birds life is a he rd struggle. 
Enem ies are 
num erous, and the food supply Is 
too often 
scanty. 
Of some species it Is probable th a t 
very few die in th eir beds. 
But Hie chicka­ 
dee seem s lo be exem pt from all forebodings. 
H is coat is thick, his h eart Is brave, and, w hatever 
m ay happen, som ething will ho found to eat. 
“ Sufficient unto Hie day is the evil thereof” is his 
creed, which lie accepts, not "fo r substance of 
d octrine,” but literally. 
No m atter how b itter the 
wind or now deep the snow, you will never find 
the chickadee, as we say. under the w eather. It is 
this perennial good hum or, I suppose, which 
m akes other birds so foud of his com panionship;

on my birthday the scales gave me ten pounds for

health. 
Bone 
aud 
flesh w ere

whip-cord. 
A 
sum m er of Alpine 
clim bing 
had, seem ingly, 
brought all (his to the highest, point, when I was 
stricken down with typhus. In the autum n Hie 
doctors sent to Italy a w hite, helpless creatu re of 
hones ann nerves, which had tp be lifted by strong 
arm s from one carriage to another. 
T here woro 
few railw ays then—none in Italy south of the 
A ustrian province of Lom bardy—and my journey 
was a long one. Crossing the Ju rn s to Dijon, 
thence to M arseilles, by steam er to Civita-Vccchla 
and across tile dreary C am pagna by carriage, I 
found m yself, iu October, 
A t the Gate* o f Rom e. 
I drove past St. P eter’s in the “ blue m idnight” to 
my lodgings on the Bubirno, near the Piazza de 
Spagna. 
T he next day I saw the steps of Ara 
Celi lead to the capitol; sat and gazed upon the 
C am pitV accine, once the 
F o ru m ; 
passed the 
trium phal arches and the m eta sudante to the 
am phitheatre. 
W hen on the A onian W ay I dis­ 
m issed my carriage and strolling to Hie rum s of a 
broken tom b stretched myself out 'n the sunshine. 
A lthough O ctober had come there was still 
A populous s iiitu Ie of bees and birri*. 
And fairy-form ed aint m any-colored thing*. 
O’er Hie carved m arbles darted the tim id lizard; 
a buffa lo. released from Hie yoke. grazed In mid- 
distance. 
Behind me lay Rome and all her his­ 
tory. 
A torqulse sky hung over all. 
T here w ere 
ruins of baths and palaces,and a long line of broken 
aqueduct stretched a th w art Hie plain to w here Hie 
am aranthine hills closed in the landscape. 
Oncp 
a gaunt, hollow-eyed herdsm an, lance In hand, 
galloped by; then all was stHl save the hum of 
tiny 'Mngs. 
Thought 
drifted into dream land 
seen 
with 
open eyes. 
T here 
lay the sun- 
kissed 
plain, 
bu t 
from 
out 
the 
gates 
of 
Rome 
cam e 
h er 
heroes 
and 
her 
w ets, the stern men of the republic, then the 
usury of tho em pire aud F austina iii b er silken 
litter, with her N ubian slaves, I can see todav the 
curl of h er full, dewey, scarlet lip; the half-closed, 
deep-fririgcd eye; the golden hair, draw n sim ply 
to a coll above the large-pillared th ro a t; the soft 
tall of the tran sp aren t, carpet-like linen to the 
jew eled sandals shining in the suu, and Hie slaves 
w aving around her the great peacock fans. 
How 
long I lay I knew not, bu t every shade from tile 
sapphire nills to tile creeping shadow s of the 
aqueduct, from the sun-lit plain to the creatu res of 
my dream s, are as distinct today as are the smoky 
waffs w herein I sit. 
My Second Picture Is From * N ight In 
'Venice. 
It was In M ay, the m onth of Mary. 
I had gone 
from my hotel dinner to the piazza of St. M ark for 
my coffee, when a chance rem ark of some one near 
m ade me rem em ber th a t it was tire night of the 
full moon and the m usic. A t th a t day the A ustrian 
ruled in V enetia. The w hite-coated officers of the 
M aladetto Tedesco” would co to the th eatres if 
opened, and w here a w hite coat was seen the native 
would not enter. The opera house and principal 
places of am usem ent w ere ail closed. It was th ere­ 
fore difficult to catch a glimpse of the ladies, 
said to be am ong th e loveliest in the world. 
W ith the full moons of spring and sum m er these 
would float rn their gondolas. The day had been 
a warm one ; Hie night was simply delicious calm , 
the glorious moon silvering Hie Byzantine dom es 
of San M arco and easting one side of Hie square 
Into a purple shadow . 
The light glittered in the 
arcaded coff( e-houses, but beyond, down by the 
piazeita, betw een the colum ns, lay the sea. the 
wide m outh of the G rand canal. H ailing a gon­ 
dola from which Hie top had been rem oved—the 
odd-lookiug bl ack top which Byron says is 
Ju st like a coffin clapt In a canos— 
I said: “ Follow the m usic.” Soon It cam e floating 
down, a great barge containing two of the Aus­ 
trian regim ental hands, probably the finest in the 
w orld. 
Moving, lint w ith so slow a m otion as a 
slight stroke of the great oars once in the m inute 
w ould give. followed by a gliding m ass of gondolas, 
which lilied the whole of the wide, liquid street, 
cam e Hie barge. 
My boat joined with the others. 
In Venice every sound th at m akes Hie hum , the 
roar of all other cities, is hushed. 
No horses, save 
those of bronze th a t glow before the strange and 
strangely beautiful cathedral of Saint M ark, have 
ever, In a1! her centuries, been seen in Venice. In 
Hie silent streets no wheel—even of the hum ble 
barrow —has ever turned. 
The splash of some 
oar or 
T he R hythm ic Call of the Gondolier 
as he tu rn s a corner of h er liquid highw ay, are 
the only sounds th a t ever break her calm . On 
cither side stately palaces of fretted m arble stood 
bathed in a glorious Hood of light or clothed in 
gloom. 
E ach touch of the oar struck golden 
show ers aud sent the shining w avelets to break 
in light against the steps. Over Hie w ater cam e 
the m usic, suit, tender as Is the m usic of a 
dream , 
a t 
tim es 
a 
m urm ur 
of 
w om en’s 
voices, 
low 
and 
sw eet. 
Beside 
me, 
so 
near 
th at 
a 
fold 
of 
lier 
light 
m antle 
lav within my boat, th ere reclined a girl, Hie very 
type of a young painter’s reveries, seen with Hie 
spirit’s eye, hut which m ocks him when he tries to 
write its loveliness upon his canvas. 
A woman, 
yet alm ost a child, with H u t som ething in the eye 
which Hie first thoughts of passion quench tor- 
ever—the eye of virgtu souls. 
A slender Azure, 
but Hie figure of a woman, not a ch ild ; a profile 
pure as G recian ever drew, a cheek of cleam , 
w here no northern roses grew —for the rose-leaf 
tint needs climes of snow—but. frag ran t w ith 
he itll; a lip as yet unform ed, tender, trem u­ 
lous, tho lips of childhood, and then a w reath 
of golden bronze around lier brow and throat. 
Over all shone the moon and across Hie w ater 
cam e perfect melody. 
A touch of the o ar by one 
of our standing boatm en and Hie gondolas d o tte d 
apart. Thrice again I saw her. She never raised 
her eyes, hardly changed the languid grace of her 
posture. Once, a lte r some soft sonata had died 
away and there cam e a w altz of Strauss, I saw the 
dainty fan for a momen. keep tim e to Idle m easure 
and a smile break upon the lips as of some happy 
m emory. 
T here are strains, which, when I hear I 
float again upon Hie G rand canal, tile w eight of 
five aud tw enty years is lifted from my lip, the 
m oonbeam s kiss tile A driatic, Hie gleam is on Hie 
m arble palaces and with tho m usic breaks the 
smile upon those tender lips I never saw again. 
My Third Picture I* a Sail from lachia. 
E arth holds no m ore perfect scenes than each 
turn of th is lovely bay of N aples shows. 
I never 
was—the great gods bo th an k ed —a guide-book 
traveller, “ doing” In hot haste the lions of a 
country, and after a life of saunterings I find that 
the six-m onths-in-Europe tickets,S"-niuch-a-round- 
trip-hotel-and-fees-to-serviints-includcd. m atter-of- 
fact 1118101*88, must-see-tt-all-and-get-the-worUi-of- 
your-money so rt of m an, lias seen and know s more 
—if having clim bed all the church steeples, dived 
into all tne cellars, given leu m inutes apiece 
to all the galleries 
and driven 
post 
haste 
around Hie shady gardens is know ing a place 
—know s far more than I do even of Hie cities 
w here I Ii ave spent m ost of my life, “ w asting 
mv valuable opportunities.” as he would pu t it, 
trying to learn the secret of th a t divinest gift to 
man, 'Hie beautiful. 
An hum ble w orshipper of 
nature in all her form s, I eau thrill w ith the i oct, 
seek the soul of the p ain ter iu ids work, bu t am as 
dum b to tell to others the m ysteries of my goddess 
—and. if Uie tru th m ust be told, afiaid of having 
tile P hilistine catch me a t my devotions, lest in 
the undoubted, or a t least the undoubting, wisdom 
of his practical soul he should think me a fool to 
care for th a t Lorn w hich no com of the realm may 
be obtained. 
Tile larger islands upon Hie bay arc m uch alike, 
with a lovely shore and hills clothed in grapes, 
and ricli as only these volcanic soils, trem bling 
above the scarce hidden fires, can be. 
W hite 
buildings gleam half hidden bv the vine leaves. 
Behold th e blue w aves of Hie tideless sea. which 
leaves no d rear expanse of naked sand; a clim ate 
with not tw enty degrees of change throughout Hie 
y ear; a glorious air aud s k y ; winding paths which 
clim b hlls 
Un to th e ir su m m its clothed in green, 
A ud faithful as the vales betw een; 
A Guy, P leasan t Foople, G reek, o f Course, 
in origin, and so w ithout the sterner, higher vir­ 
tues, who, if they seldom say the exact tru th , gen­ 
erally do say th a t whtcii is pleasant, and certainly 
are, though the women are never beautiful, very 
great additions to the landscape, for they m anage 
to get into gracifiil positions and even w ear their 
clothes to suit and harm onize with the surround­ 
ings. 
A fter w andering I found an o th er tow n 
than th a t w here I landed. 
T here I breakfasted, 
m ade friends w ith the landlord of the inn, 
drank a 
bottle of 
his best, grow n on the 
neighboring slope, heard all the new s and his 
hostshlp’s views 
on 
governm ent 
and 
wine 
growing, and heard some sweet bells sound from 
a great old church built on the generous plan of 
Ola cathedrals w ithout rule-aud-m casure or con­ 


venticle lim it of size to num bers—a church of 
which the whole neighborhood could not have 
filled the corner, aud yet th ere seem ed a dozen 
more. 
I w ent over and sat a tim e in the restful 
darkness of the Interior; how well Hie “dim 
religious light” expresses it. The incense lingered 
in the air. and in some side chapel a deep-voiced 
priest chanted the service. 
I forgot to ask w hat town It w as and never 
heard. 
I know my landing place w as Casamlc- 
clola, because I had an idle, philological curiosity 
to learn ii ow it cam e by so odd a nam e. 
I m eant 
to m ake the acquaintance of some priest or gen­ 
tlem an and learn, but. in the beauty of the perfect 
day. I forgot tt. 
I did find th at the hotel I db cd 
a t was not so good as Hie inn w here I iu d taken 
my rn dday breakfast, and, if Hie bread was w hiter, 
the wine, although I cost four tim es as m uch, was 
not com parable. T hroughout this region it is 
ro u g h : the Capri is best, but even there Hie soil is 
too rich. 
Tile wine, how ever, although w ithout 
delicacy of flavor, is a wholesome one and grows 
in 
T he G reatest Abundance E v e r y w h e r e . 
I rem em ber the lovefe* beach from which some 
one Wished to tem pt me to go ana tak e a bath in 
some foul sm elling m ineral spring, as if there 
w ere not springs w here the 6ky is leaden! Indeed, 
I found a lovely place w here I could, w ith a fore­ 
ground of pretty, sporting children, w atch the sun 
as it sets over the M editerranean. 
A little later my barcajuolo, he of the red, dang­ 
lin g cap, the tangled mane. dark, w hite-toothed, 
w ith 
coat 
for 
ornam ent 
flung 
upon 
the 
shoulder, 
h u t 
never 
worn, 
cam e 
with a 
shrug of excuse, as if to beg pardon for not 
m anaging better. 
T here was little breeze. 
It 
would take a long w hile to return. 
An idea cam e 
to me which I have since carried out more fully. 
W ere there any other boats going N anlesw aid? 
Yes. Could lie get a m andolin or two, some fresh- 
voiced girls and some m eu to sing? If so, I would 
buy a keg of th e red wino tor the men and give 
money for fresh ribbons for the girls. I had chosen 
ray m an for ills looks, and s lid a w ord or two of 
flattery, and he soon mid all prepared. 
T here was 
ju st air enough for headw ay. 
The lateen sails 
were spread and we sailed—into paradise! 
Tile sun had set, but still, behind us, sea and 
heaven turned in gold. 
F ar to the right the Vesu- 
vinn cone sent forth its airy w reaths of smoke, 
stiff touched by the day-god. Still there was light 
to m irror the long w hite line w here N aples m elts 
unbroken into those Phoenix tow ns vvlticb have 
risen in fresh beauty, larger and larger upon their 
ashes. 
I saw the long, sw eem ng curve of tile 
Clilaja, w here the lights w ere w akening, a d ark er 
space w here the old castle juts upon the waves 
above the gardens, and to th e left Hie long are of 
rocky shore. 
A young moon hung her horned 
crescent iii Hie sky and traoed across the waves 
her silver shadow . 
The Stars Gleam ed In the Llqnld Sapphire 
Above 
and touched th e blue w aters w ith the tiny sparks 
of gold. 
A t one point the m asts of the ships rose 
in a group, and, scattered o’er the bay, the low, 
brown sails of the fisherm en sought th eir nightly 
rest. 
From Hie nearer boats cam e the tinkle of 
the string and voices, mellowed into m usic by Hie 
night winds and th e w aters, now slimly, now ris­ 
ing into answ ering chorus to our < ars. ’ Steel rd In 
beau y and In dream s f lay.

The warm, salt sea broke gently in nun m uring 
from our bow and we sailed aud sailed on in 
p rad I se. 
How far is Ischia from N a ile s? T he distance 
of a sail through fairyland. 
II w large is Isclda? 
N ot too far for a brisk walk across its lovely, vine- 
clad hills. 
How m any people In Casam icciola? 
Enough 
to have a hundred or tw o of house*. 
stained in gayest dyes of pink and azure. 
Why 
do people live thus hung above tile fires ot the

At the top of old Sw itchback there is a sUu 
tionary engine, a stout chain from which was 
lowered down Hie m ountain aud attached to our car 
and we w ere draw n un.

the m ountain is 1600 feet high, hut any man who 
is mean enough to live In Manet) Chunk with no 
one ray of heaven’s blessed sunshine nom Jan u ­ 
ary to eternity is plenty m ean enough to lie about 
the height of a m ountain; anyw ay it is high 
enough, aud I am thoroughly frightened In Hie 
ride up. 
I can ride up M ount W ashington with no 
m ore trepidation than a man usually experiences 
when receiving an unexpected visit from (us 
m other-in-law. tout th a t ride up Sw itchback filled 
my soul with terror. 
A t the top of Sw itchback, ann refore we had 
tim e to draw a long breath of happy re ief, th at 
chain was hastily unhooked by a satin nine-looking 
hum an fiend, and we shul down a long descent of 
nine m iles on the other side of the m ountain by 
the force of gravitation.
